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INTRODUCTION. 


In  publishing  the  groat  South-EnglUJi  Legc^idanj  or  Festival  in 
verse,^  one  of  the  most  important  works  of  medueval  literature,  1 
begin  with  the  version  of  MS.  Laud  108.  Only  a few  of  these 
legends  have  as  yet  been  published  separately,  mostly  from  MS. 
llarleian  2277 — long  regarded  as  the  oldest  MS. — ^by  H.  Black, 
Thos.  Wi-ight,  Earle,  Cockayne,  Morris,  and  some  by  Fumivall  in 
his  Efirlg  Engliifli  Poems  and  Lives  of  Saints  (with  those  of  the 
^ wicked  Birds,  Pilate  and  Judas),  Berlin,  1862.  The  Laud  MS.  I 
fii-st  described  in  Lehen  Jesu^  ein  Fragment,  Miiuster,  1873.  Of  the 
other  MSS.,  I have  treated  at  large  in  Altcnglische  Legenden, 
PadcrboiTi,  1875,  and  in  AltcngliscJie  Legemlen,  Neue  FtAge,  Heil- 
bronn,  1881,  pp.xliv — Ivii.  To  say  more  now,  to  make  out  the 
relation  of  all  the  MSS.,  the  history  of  the  text,  the  sources, 

I the  time  has  not  yet  come  : it  is  a task  of  immense  difficulties,  on 
\ account  of  the  great  number  and  diversity  of  the  MSS.  I hope 
^ to  find  my  way  thi*ough  this  mass  of  materials,  and  to  lay  open 
the  relation  of  the  principal  MSS.,  in  the  Introduction  to  the  last 
volume;  but  it  will  requira  more  brains,  the  brains  of  several 
generations  to  come,  before  every  question  relative  to  this  collec- 
tion can  be  decided.  My  present  object  is  to  produce  the  MSS. 
i themselves,  and  to  register  the  textual  tradition,  so  preparing  the 
' way  for  further  investigation.  The  Collection,  in  its  complete 
state,  is  a Liber  Festival  is,  containing  sermons,  or  materials  for 
sermons,  for  the  Festivals  of  the  year  in  the  order  of  the  Calendar, 
and  comprehends  not  only  Saints’  Lives  for  Saints’  Days,  but  also 
a Temporale  for  the  festivals  of  Christ,  an  Advent  and  Christmas 
cycle,  the  Passion  and  aii  Easter  cycle,  and  even,  in  some  MSS.,  a

Life  of  Christ  compiled  from  the  Gospels  and  Sunday  Lessons.  It 
was  made  shortly  hefore,  or  simultaneously  with,  the  Legenda  aurea 
by  Jacobus  a Yoragine,  the  famous  store-book  of  mediieval  legends. 
Neither  of  these  collections  is  the  source  of  the  other ; both  were 
formed  independently  of  one  another,  and  prove  that  the  same 
task,  which  was  indeed  required  by  that  time,  was  attempted  by 
different  writers  at  different  places.  The  English  collection,  how- 
ever, was  not  completed  at  once,  or  by  one  p^iet.  Merely  to  collect 
the  materials,^  the  Fi/cs,  which  liad  to  be  brought  together  from 
different  places,  as  no  library  of  the  present  type  then  existed, 
transcended  the  power  of  one  man.  The  Collection  gi'ew  slowly, 
and  expanded  by  degrees,  round  a first  nucleus ; it  was  the  work 
of  many  decades  of  years,  of  many  collaboratoi's,  most  likely  the  | 
joint  work  of  a whole  abbey,  that  of  Gloucester,  where  the  plan 
seems  to  have  been  fixed  and  brought  into  definite  shape.  Still  it 
is  possible  that  the  first  attempts,  the  oldest  pai*ts,  were  made 
before  and  at  other  places.  We  find  several  very  old  poems 
absorlted  into  the  Collection,  and  adapted  to  the  metre  (os  in  some 
MSS.  the  old  poem  on  the  Assumption,  old  texts  of  Magdalen, 
and  Margaret).  We  still  possess  some  fragments  of  Gospel  stories 
in  the  same  dialect  and  the  same  metre  from  the  beginning  of  the 
13th  century. — So  much  is  certain,  that  the  Collection  underwent 
more  than  one  phase  before  its  completion.  The  legends  do  not 
seem  to  have  been  composed  at  first  in  the  order  of  the  Calendar, 
but  rather  as  the  materials  came  in  and  were  at  hand.  Before  the 
completion,  pai*ts  of  the  Collection  seem  to  have  been  propagated 
by  MSS.,  and  to  have  been  augmented  by  new  additions  in  neigh- 
bouring abbeys,  which  thus  took  part  in  the  work.  In  tliis  way  , 
we  must  explain  why  the  existing  MSS,  form  nearly  as  many  | 
different  reductions  or  versions.  MS.  HarL  2277  (c.  1300)  is  the  1 
first  M&  which  gives  the  Collectiou  complete : it  observes  stiictly 
the  order  of  the  year,  and  contains  the  set  of  legends  which  remains 
stati<mary  in  the  later  MSS. ; but  the  text  is  ali^dy  very  much  I 
corrupted,  and  must  have  gone  through  many  changes  before  it

eookl  bo  naed  as  a souroe.  Most  of  Uie  more  detailed  lives  (as  fit.  Fraunccis, 
Domink^  Thonas  Beket)  rest  on  the  original  Fita, 
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had  reached  that  state  of  depravation.  MS.  Gorpns  Christ!  Coll, 
Cambr.  145  (c.  1320)  contains  the  same  set  of  legends,  but  without 
the  Passion,  and  is  an  equally  corrupted  text,  which  is  not,  however, 
drawn  from  Harl.  itself.  MS.  Ashmole  43  adds  not  a few  legends 
(Seue  Sleparis,  Ipolit,  Justine,  Frances,  Fei,  Fredeswide,  Eustas, 
Cecile,  Advent,  Edward  jun.),  some  of  which  aio  also  extant  in 
MS.  Laud  108 ; but  it  omits  some  of  MS.  Harl.  2277  (St.  Longius, 
Passion  Ac.,  Theophle,  ^larthe,  ])e  ri^te  put  (3rd  part  of  St. 
Michael),  Judas  and  Pilate).  MS.  Egerton  1993  (c.  1320)  lias 
more  additions  (Old  Testament  Ac.,  Christmas  Ac.,  St.  Ailbri^t, 
Purnele,  Eadborw,  Botulf,  Aeldri  of  Ely,  Mildride,  Egwine), 
besides  those  of  MS.  Ashmole  and  St.  Domonic  (also  in  Laud) ; it 
jbegins  with  St.  Andrew,  instead  of  New  Year’s  Day ; it  generally 
shortens  the  lines  from  septenaries  to  Alexandrine  verses,  by 
omitting  words  and  condensing  the  sentence;  so  that  it  is  to  be 
regaixied  as  a separate  version.  MS.  Stowe  669  (now  in  the 
Biitish  Museum,  c.  1340)  contains  only  the  latter  half,  from  St. 
Michael,  with  some  new  additions  (St.  Fremund,  and  a new  text  of 
St.  Fi*edeswide),  besides  those  of  MS.  Ashm.,  and  St.  f^win  and 
Petronelle  from  MS.  Egerton.  The  later  MSS.,  mostly  written  at 
the  end  of  the  14th  centuiy,  either  contain  the  same  set  and  order 
as  MS.  Harl.,  as  MS.  Additional  10301  (without  the  Passion),  MS. 
Trinity  Coll.,  Oxf.  57  (with  the  Passion;  it  adds  Birinus),  MS. 
Laud  L 70  (same  contents  as  Trin.  Coll.,  Oxf.),  MS.  Tanner  17  (a 
fragment  with  the  6rst  forty-four  legends) ; or  follow  MS.  Ashm., 
as  MS.  Cotton  Jul.  D ix,  which,  however,  iuserts  St.  Jakes  and 
Birin,  and  appends,  at  the  end,  several  of  the  additions  of  MS. 
OBgcrton  (Ct.  EIgwiue,  Ailbrijt)  and  Harl.  (Theophle,  pe  rijte  put), 
besides  St.  Siluestre  (also  in  Laud  108),  Ignas,  Gutlac ; or  com- 
bine the  different  versions,  as  MS.  Yemon  (which  contains  the 
texts  peculiar  to  the  older  versions,  besides  St.  Athol  wold,  and 
some  new  texts),  MS.  Lambeth  223  (where  the  Temporalc  precedes 
the  Saints ; it  has  the  texts  peculiar  to  MS.  Laud  108),  MS.  Trin. 
Coll.,  Cambr.  R 3,  25.  MS.  Bodley  779,  one  of  the  latest  MSS.,  is 
jf^uite  a new  version,  with  a great  many  new-nuuie  additions  (mostly 
popes’  lives).  The  TemporaJe  is  complete  in  none  of  these  MSS. ; 
they  either  contain  the  Passion  Ac.,  or  the  Advent  and  Christmas 
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cycle,  or  fragments  of  the  life  of  Christ ; it  is,  however,  found 
complete  in  a later  MS.,  St  John’s  Coll.,  Gambr.  B 6,  which  only 
contains  the  Temporale  (without  the  Saints’  lives),  and  is  the  only 
MS.  which  has  the  whole  life  of  Clirist  after  the  gospels.  None 
of  all  these  MSS.  gives  the  original  text;  they  are  all  alike 
corrupted,  which  proves  that  the  primitive  text  must  lie  far  back ; 
for  in  general,  a MS.  will  be  clearer  and  more  correct  the  nearer 
it  is  to  the  original ; and  it  will  be  corrupted  in  proportion  to 
its  remoteness  from  the  first  text.  The  original  text  will  have  to 
be  reconstructed,  with  difficulty,  from  the  older  MSS. 

MS.  Land  108  stands  independent  from  all  other  MSS.  It  is 
the  oldest  of  all  existing  MSS.,  and  precedes  MSS.  HarL  and  Aslim. 
hj  10 — 20  years,  being  written  about  1 280 — 90 : ^ several  authorities 
I have  consulted  agree  with  me  in  that  date.  It  shows  the  collec- 
tion still  in  an  unfinished  state,  in  the  way  of  progress,  before  its 
comp’.etion ; it  contains  only  two-thirds  of  the  items  in  MS.  Harl., 
and  these  not  strictly  in  the  order  of  the  year,  but  (it  seems)  in 
the  order  in  which  they  were  composed  and  ready-made.  It  has 
some  peculiar  texts,  which  differ  from  MS.  Harl.,  and  seem  to  have 
belonged  to  the  very  first  redaction : as,  a short  prologue,  combined 
with  ^ereB  day  and  St.  Fabian ; Conversion  of  St.  PauP;  St.  Bride 
(short  text^);  St  Silvestre;  a different  text  of  St  Maiideleyn,  adapt- 
ed from  a very  old  poem  with  mid-rhymes^;  a fragment  of  the  Life  of 
Christ  after  the  Gospels^;  texts  which  were  adopted  by  some  later 
MSS.  (Lambeth,  Yemon)  instead  of  the  Harleian  texts.  It  frequently 
preserves  the  original  reading,  where  all  the  other  MSS.  are  corrupt, 
and  will,  when  consulted  in  cases  of  difficulty,  help  us  to  find  the  triie 
sense.  Yet,  though  being  the  oldest  MS.,  it  is  far  from  being  correct, 
or  from  strictly  representing  the  original  text ; on  the  contrary,  the 
scribe  has  frequently  expanded  the  lines  by  added  words  and  phrases,

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j and  altered  the  text  on  his  own  account,  where  the  original  meaning 
* S'  was  perverted  or  obscured.  These  alterations  are  not  alike  frequent 
I in  all  parts ; some  texts  are  very  nearly  correct.  The  dialect  differs 
in  some  respects  from  that  in  which  the  original  was  composed,  and 
which  is  more  properly  represented  by  the  Harleian  and  Ashmole 
- MSS. ; certain  words  (f.  L eke)  are  avoided ; we  find  no  instances  of  v 
4 instead  of  / (as  in  vur  = fire),  of  ti  instead  of  so,  y (as  dure  instead 
I of  deore) ; hi  (hy,  hii)  is  replaced  by  huy  and  heo.  So  MS.  Laud 
I is  not  only  the  oldest  MS.,  but  represents  a separate  version, 

, independent  from  the  generally-received  text.  For  these  reasons, 
( it  was  deemed  advisable  to  have  the  Laud  MS.  printed  separately 
as  a first  text,  to  be  followed  by  the  generally-received  text,  as 
represented  by  MS.  Harl.  and  the  other  old  MSS.  Moreover,  the 
Laud  various  readings  are  so  many,  that  they  would  have  swelled 
the  notes  to  a single  later  text,  to  double  the  size. 

I know  most  Englishmen  consider  it  not  worth  while  to  print 
all  these  Legends ; I know  they  regard  them  as  worthless  stuff, 
without  any  merit,  because  they  are  wholly  absorbed  in  questions 
^ of  the  day,  of  politics  and  no  end,  in  the  fade  poetry  of  poets 
iureate  and  lady  authors,  which  to  an  intellect  of  the  middle 
iges  would  have  appeared  infinitely  more  insipid  (as  turning  on 
momentary  interests,  the  '^self  ” and  its  lust)  than  these  Legends 


may  appear  to  the  present  generation.  The  English  mind  is  always 
running  into  extremes  with  full  steam,  with  brutal  energy,  from 
Popery  to  **  no  Popery,”  now  into  the  grossest  superstition,  and 
again  disclaiming  and  holding  in  abhorrence  what  their  own  fathers 
i^'evered  and  held  in  awe ; it  only  sees  its  present  objects,  and  is 


* blind  to  everything  which  lies  behind  or  around ; it  wants  the  Jusit 
% . 
^nilieu,  the  repose  of  a contemplative  mind,  and  forgets  that  in 


^he  eyes  of  eternity  every  epoch,  every  faith,  has  its  mison  iTetre^ 
hnd  every  true  poetry  its  beauty.  If  the  present  English  public 
i3annot  see  any  merit  in  these  Legends,  it  does  not  follow  that 


%here  is  no  such  merit.^  To  be  appreciated,  they  demand  an 
Intellect  more  robust  and  sane,  a heart  more  wide  and  enlarged,

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a mind  more  truly  Christum  and  less  hypocritical  than  the  pre- 
sent generation  is  able  to  supply.  They  present  models  of  sanc- 
tity, models  of  self-abnegation,  virginity,  meekness  and  obedience, 
virtues  which  are  not  to  the  taste  of  our  tima  But  if  the  present 
time  does  not  like  this  moral,  it  does  not  follow  that  the  moral 
is  bad,  or  worse  than  our  own.  They  present  a different  kind 
of  humanity : suffering  humanity,  which  is  not  the  province  of 
**  our  conquering  heroes.’’  They  represent  the  Christian  mythology, 
as  it  had  been  formed  in  the  course  of  centuries.  Some  of  them 
are  historical  or  fixed  by  tradition,  others  are  the  result  of  fiction, 
typical  of  the  Christian  hero.  The  style  of  these  legends  is,  no 
doubt,  coarse  and  rude  to  the  modem  taste ; but  it  is  popular, 
adapted  to  the  subject,  to  the  public,  and  to  the  occasion.  Tlie 
narrative  is  generally  happy  and  well  conducted.  Some  of  the 
stories  are  written  in  a vigorous  style,  which  rises  to  dramatic 
force  (os  Thomas  Beket) ; others  are  full  of  humour.  In  others, 
the  legend  is  the  vehicle  for  scientific  digressions  (as  in  St.  Kenelm, 
where  a ge(giapbic  description  of  England  is  given ; as  in  the  thii*d 
part  of  St  Michael,  which  treats  of  the  elements,  of  the  body  and 
soul).  Everywhere  we  find  dispersed  sallies  of  wit  and  sarcasm, 
which  spare  no  class,  no  sex,  not  the  clergy  itself.  ^ the  Collec- 
tion deserves  attention,  not  only  from  an  hagiologic,  but  also  from 
a poetic  and  literary  point  of  view.  In  publishing  it,  we  only  pay 
a just  debt  to  the  past. 

Lastly,  I have  to  thank  Dr.  Fumivall  for  the  kind  interest  he 
has  taken  in  this  publication,  and  for  the  help  he  gave  me,  in 
adding  most  of  the  head-lines.  At  his  request,  Mr.  Wm.  Baynr'] 
wrote  the  Summary  of  the  Lives  prefixed  to  the  Text,  as  a sub- 
stitute for  the  Society’s  usual  side-notes,  for  which  the  long  linos 
of  the  L^nds  left  no  room.

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SUMMARY

10.  The  Holy  Rood.  The  Emperor  Constantiiio  sent  his  mother  Iloleua  I — 
to  Jerusalom  to  enquire  about  the  Holy  rood  (5).  When  she  came 
to  Jerusalem,  a Jew,  named  Judos,  told  her  that  his  grandfather 
Zachaeus  had  taken  part  in  burying  the  rood  on  the  hill  of  Calrary 
(2*1).  The  queen  then  announced  to  the  people  assembled  that  they 
must  bring  her  the  rood  on  penalty  of  being  burned.  But  they 
made  an  outcry,  declaring  that  Judas  was  really  the  person  to  ho 
treated  with.  Judas  was  Bei7.ed  by  the  queen*8  orders,  and  the  rest 
wore  allowed  to  go  (50).  On  refusing  to  give  information,  ho  was 
thrown  into  prison,  and  lay  there  seven  days  without  meat  or  drink. 

On  the  seventh  day,  forc^  by  hunger,  he  proceeded  to  the  spot 
mentioned  by  his  ancestor  os  the  place  where  the  cross  lay.  "When 
they  reached  this  place  they  took  spade  and  shovel,  and  very  soon 
they  found  three  crosses — that  on  which  the  Saviour  was  put  to  death,  3 
and  those  of  the  two  thieves  (73,  70).  On  their  way  home,  they 
touched  the  dead  body  of  a young  man  with  the  Holy  rood,  and  he 
came  to  life  (84).  The  devil  came  veiling  forth  from  the  body,  sajring 
that  having  overcome  through  a j^udas,  by  a Judas  he  is  overcome. 
Judos  became  a Christian,  and  took  the  name  of  Quirioo  (113).  The 
queen  mode  a shrine  of  silver  and  gold,  and  precious  stones,  and 
placed  the  rood  therein  (110).  On  the  hill  of  (Calvary  they  built  a 
noble  church  (117).  The  nails  of  the  cross  were  miraculously  found 
(124).  The  Holy  rood  was  found  on  the  3rd  of  May,  on  the  day 
called  Holy-rood  day.  Through  a tree  wore  wo  at  first  lost,  and 
through  a tree  were  we  again  brought  to  life.  Adam  had  one  request  5 
after  he  was  driven  from  Paradise,  that  in  due  time  the  Lord  might 
blot  out  his  sins  ( 145).  He  begg^  his  son  Seth  that  ho  would  go  to 
Paradise,  and  implore  pardon  for  him  (167,  176).  Within  the  walls 
of  Paradise  Seth  saw  a spot  with  beautiful  flowers  and  all  kinds  of 
fruit ; near  this  was  a well,  and  by  it  stood  the  tree  which  had  caused 
Adam  to  sin.  On  the  tree  he  saw  a little  child : that  child  was  the 
Son  of  God  (216).  An  angel  took  throe  kernels  from  the  tree,  and 
bade  Seth  place  them  under  his  fatberis  tongue,  and  notice  what 
sprang  from  these  after  he  was  buried  (217,  220).  Adam  was  buried 
in  the  valley  of  Hebron,  and  in  a few  years  afterwards  three  small 
twigs  rorang  up.  Moses  found  the  three  trees  when  he  led  the  peopTa 
through  the  wilderness  (2M0).  They  stood  there  till  the  time  of  ]&av^, 
who  carried  them  to  Jerusalom,  and  sot  them  in  a reserved  place,  and  8 
built  a wall  round  them  (252^.  When  he  visited  them  next  dav  they 
had  mwn  into  one  tree— t3rpical  of  the  Trinity  (256).  King  Smomon 
felled  the  tree  in  order  to  use  it  at  the  buildiug  of  tho  temple,  but  it 
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was  too  abort  (281,  28^).  It  was  being  nsorl  as  a bridge,  but  tbo  queen 
of  Saba  proyailod  on  Solomon  to  raise  it  from  that  position.  It  was  9 
then  remored,  and  buried  far  from  the  dwellings  of  men  (*300).  A 
beautiful  well  sprang  on  the  spot  (304).  AAer  our  Lord  came  to  the 
earth  the  tree  floated,  and  the  Jews  used  it  as  the  cross  on  which  ho 
was  put  to  death  ^307,  312).  After  our  Saviouris  death,  the  cross  was 
buried  along  witn  two  others,  and  there  lay  more  than  a hundred 
Tears  (318).  The  Emperor  Constantino  saw  a yisioii  of  a cross  in  the 
heayens,  on  it  written  the  words  **with  this  sign  thou  shalt  bo 
ooDoueror.*’  Thereupon  he  caused  a ci^  to  bo  carried  by  his  troops  , 

in  place  of  a banner  (343).  Saint  Quiriac  preached  the  gospel,  and  I 

the  Empmr  Julian  cau^  his  right  hana  to  be  struck  off  (3G1). 
Finding  it  impossible  to  oyorcome  the  saints  tho  emperor  struck  him 
through  the  heart  with  his  sword  (388).  ICing  Chosroos  II.  took  port  13 
of  the  cross  to  Persia,  and  there  built  a tower  of  precious  metals,  and 
set  Tip  himself  and  hU  son  as  gods  (413,  418).  Ilie  Emperor  Ilora- 
dius  completely  defeated  their  army,  killing  the  king,  but  permitting 
the  son  to  be  baptized  (437).  The  holy  rood  which  ho  found  thcro  ho 
took  with  him  to  Jerusalem.  When  ho  entered  tho  goto,  an  angel 
appeared,  and  said  that  our  Lord  did  not  como  into  tho  city  in  such 
pnde  (487).  Then  the  emperor  took  off  all  his  rich  clothing,  and  in 
tears  earned  the  cross  into  tho  temple  (498).  Many  miracles  wero 
wrought  that  day  through  the  yirtue  of  the  cross;  tho  dead  were 
brought  to  life ; the  lepers,  tho  palsied,  and  the  blind  W’ero  healed  ^ ^ 
(313,  316).  In  the  land  of  Constantino  it  chance<l  ono  day  that  a Jew  ^ 
smote  the  rood,  whereupon  blood  sprang  out  and  covered  him  (324).  ^ 

A cross  which  belongea  to  a Christian  man  in  Sicily,  having  been  Itii 
struck  by  some  Jews,  sent  forth  blood  (336).  A Jew  who  had  como  7 
to  Home  blessed  himself  before  he  lay  down  to  sleep,  and  by  this  act-^ 
kept  off  devils,  who  sought  to  terrify  him  in  the  night  (373,  596).  A 
nun,  who  had  begun  to  eat  an  herb  without  blessing  it,  forthwith 
became  insensible  (600). 

11.  Life  of  St.  Dunstan.  Before  his  bii*th  Dunstan  worked  miracles,  10— 2« 
the  lights  in  the  church  on  one  occasion  having  been  miraculously 
put  out  and  lighted  while  his  mother  was  present  (1,  16).  In  his 
infancy  he  was  taken  to  Glastonbury  (21).  When  ho  reached  man- 
hood he  went  to  his  uncle,  Aldhelm,  Archbishrm  of  Canterbury,  by 
whom  he  was  shortly  afterwards  presented  to  lung  Athelstano  (32). 

From  Athelstane  and  Edmund  he  received  tho  gift  of  his  place  ut  20 
Glastonbury  (40).  He  built  a beautiful  abbey,  founded  an  order  of 
black  friars, — tho  first  in  England, — and  assumed  tho  oflice  of  abbot 
(41,  44).  King  Edwin  bani&ed  Dunstan,  and  ho  lived  at  the  abl>ey 
of  Saint  Amaot  for  a considorable  time  (39).  King  Edgar  having 
heard  of  Dunstan,  sent  a messenger  asking  him  to  return,  and  ho 
came  back  to  England  (70).^  He  was  thereafter  made  Bishop  of 
Worcester  (73).  llo  also  roceiyed  the  bishopric  of  Ijondou,  and  the 
ardibishopnc  of  Canterbury  (87,  91).  He  maintained  Christianity  in  22 
England,  and  defended  tho  rights  of  tho  Church  (93).  Accompanied 
by  Ath^wold,  Bishop  of  Winchoster,  and  Oswold,  Bishop  of  Wor- 
cester, he  made  journeys  through  tho  dioceses,  and  put  worthy  men 
in  the  places  of  the  incompetent  and  sinful  (102).  ^ Our  liord  gave 
Dunstan  so  much  grace  on  earth  that  he  had  a vision  of  ^ his  father 
and  mother  in  the  joy  of  heaven  (1 11).  On  another  occasion  ho  had 
a vision  of  heaven,  and  hoard  an^ls  sing  (119).  He  loved  tho  harp, 
and  was  wont  to  have  it  played  to  cheer  him*  One  day  tho  harp 
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began  to  pla;^  of  its  own  accord,  uttering  words  to  tbe  effect  that  they 
wore  kings,  indeed,  who  shod  their  blood  for  the  love  of  Christ  (135, 
140).  Aftor  a long  life,  Dunstan  nossod  away  in  peace,  having  blessed 
his  servants,  his  friends,  and  his  urothren  (148,  160), 

12.  St.  Augustine.  Pope  Gregory  had  great  love  for  England,  and  24- 
would  have  gone  thither  to  preach  had  it  not  been  for  his  cardinals 
(8).  Ho  then  sent  Augustine  with  forty  monks.  This  happened  five 
hundred  years  after  the  birth  of  Christ  (12).  They  sent  a message  to 
Etholbert,  that  they  brought  great  riches  to  England.  ^ The  king  met 
Augustine  at  the  Isle  of  l^net  (37X  The  monks  carried  before  them 

a silver  image  of  the  Lord.  The  king  received  them  Iradly,  and  they 
told  him  their  errand— the  preachmg  of  Christianity.  Augustine 
proclaimed  God’s  love  to  every  one.  The  monks  continued  to  preach 
at  Dover,  turning  many  to  Christianity  (69,  74).  The  king  was  con- 
verted, and  Augustine  was  made  fimt  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  (79).  26 
St.  Augustine’s  day  is  towards  the  end  of  May ; it  was  on  this  day  he 
died  (83). 

13.  St.  Bahnabas.  St  Barnabas  preached  Christianity  with  the  Apos-  26- 
ties ; ho  forsook  all  his  possessions,  and  ho  suffered  mart}Tdom  (5, 10). 
lie  visited  Cyprus,  and  there  excited  wonder  by  the  acuteness  of  his  28 
arguments  (21,  25).  Ho  put  down  a shameless  orgie  in  the  island 
(47).  A holy  man,  namc<I  Timon,  ho  cured  of  fever,  through  placing 
upon  him  a copy  of  St  Matthew's  Gospel  (55).  Many  other  cures  he 

^ effected  in  the  same  way  (65).  Uo  went  further  into  the  country, 

- I turning  many  to  Christianity,  and  perfonning  miracles  (72,  75).  A 
.y  y Jew,  named  Baren,  persecuted  Paul  and  Barnabas  untiringly,  and 

/ tried  every  means  to  make  them  deny  their  faith.  At  len^h  Bar- 
nabas was  seized,  and  led  to  Borne ; a ro])o  was  tied  round  his  neck,  29 
and  ho  was  burned  to  death  (89,  91).  Uis  bones  wore  cost  into  the 
sea,  but  some  Christians  gathered  them  together,  and  buried  them 
with  great  honour  (97,  98). 

14.  John  the  Baptist.  We  read  of  no  miracles  by  John  the  Baptist  2S 
(4).  John  having  charged  llerod  with  the  sin  of  adultery,  was  cast 
into  prison  and  beheaded  (40).  This  happened  in  the  castle  of  Arabio  3( 
(45).  Ilis  disciples  buried  the  body  in  a beautiful  spot  (48).  Herod’s 
sinful  queen  having  seen  the  risen  Baptist  swooned  to  death ; her 
daughter,  too,  perished  miserably  (55,  61).  Many  miracles  woro  per- 
formed through  the  dead  body  of  the  Baptist  The  Emperor  Julian, 
having  heard  of  these  miracles,  cast  the  bones  in  different  places ; yot 
many  sick  men  who  came  nigh  to  any  of  them  were  healed  (69,  76). 
The  bones  woro  then  burno<l,  and  the  dust  was  thrown  to  the  wind ; 
but  no  6re  could  bum  the  ffnger  with  which  the  Baptist  pointed  to 
our  Loid  when  ho  said,  **  Behold  the  Jjamb  of  God  ” (83,  89).  Abbot 
Marcel  was  miraculously  directed  to  the  place  where  the  Baptist’s  3 
head  and  this  finger  wore  concealed,  and  tnoy  woro  exhumed  by  the 
Bishop  Julian  (1^).  The  day  on  which  they  wore  found,  St  John’s 
day  in  harvest,  is  hold  throughout  the  Church  in  honour*  of  his 
martyrdom  (134). 

15.  James.  St  James,  the  cousin  of  our  Lord,  was  of  noble  family  (4).  3 
He  preached  in  Samaria  and  Juduh,  and  converted  many  (8).  His  3 
fame  reached  Prince  Hermogiues,  on  enchanter  who  workM  niiradee 

V through  the  power  of  the  devil.  One  of  this  man’s  disciples,  named 
Philet,  tried  to  overcome  the  saint,  but  was  defeated  (18),  Philet 
then  became  a follower  of  the  apostle.  Hormoginea  summoned  a* 
troop  of  devils  to  torment  the  apostle,  but  they  were  encountered  by 
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angdfl,  who  bound  and  burned  thorn  (44,  56).  On  boinff  roloamMl 
th^  bound  Hermogines,  and  dragged  him  to  Sfieiint  Jamos  (79).  Tho 
rant,  howeyer,  reamed  good  for  eyil  (05X  Hermogines  was  bap- 
tized and  became  a holy  man  (109).  Abiathar,  a judge,  was  jealous  I 
of  the  apostle’s  pomr,  and  caused  him  to  be  brought  to  Herod,  with 
a rope  tied  round  his  nock ; Herod  ordered  him  to  be  beheaded  (115).  37 
On  the  way  to  execution  tho  saint  healed  a man  afldictod  with  palMy, 
and  the  executioner  in  fear  begged  for  mercy,  and  was  baptized  (121). 

Both  were  then  beheaded,  on  St.  Mary’s  day  in  Lent  (122).  St.  I 
James’s  disciples  carried  away  his  body  secretl3r  out  of  the  country  in 
a sMp  (129).  The  disciples  ^ying  bmn  imprisoned  by  the  king  of  , 

Sinin,  an  angel  broke  open  the  prison  (151)1  The  queen  became  a I 

Christian,  conyinoed  by  the  miraculous  powers  of  the  disciples  (194). 

The  body  of  the  apostle  was  buried  in  toe  palace ; the  queen  built  a 
noble  church,  and  endowed  it  with  lar^ce  treasure  (196).  It  became  a 
great  house  of  canons,  and  a place  of  pilgrimam  (200).  It  is  recorded 
tiiat  the  suint  miraculously  Drought  the  dead  body  of  a pilpim  to 
the  shrine  (230).  It  is  related,  too,  that  a father  and  son,  who  wero 

Sgrims,  were  condemned  to  death  on  a false  char^  of  theft,  and 
it  the  son,  although  he  hung  thirty-six  days  upon  the  tree,  was  yet 
presery^  through  me  power  of  St.  James  (258,  290).  A young  man 
of  the  dty  of  Lyons,  wno  hod  first  mutilat^  and  then  killed  himself, 
was  restored  to  life  (378X 

16L  Oswold.  St  Oswold  was  king  of  Northumberland ; he  upheld  tho  45^6 
law  of  Christianity  with  all  his  power  (4).  At  his  request  Aidan 
came  from  Scotland  to  preach,  and  was  appointed  bishop  (9,  13).  The 
pagan  tribes  inyaded  his  territory,  and  Oswold  was  killed  in  battle 
near  Mansfield  (33).  He  was  thiity  years  of  ago  when  he  died  (41). 

17.  Edward.  King  Edward  of  England  was  hated  by  his  step-mother,  47 — 63 
who  fayoured  her  own  son  .Sthelred  (6).  Ho  was  of  mild  disposition, 


chaste,  and  wise  in  counsel  (16).  ^_He  was  much  loyod  by  Dunstan, 

. . conspired  with  some  of  47 


ArchbUhop  of  Canterbury  (19).  Tho  queen  . __ 

the  ministers  against  him,  ana  after  a reign  of  three  years  and  eight 
days  he  was  murdered  (40).  On  a risit  to  his  brother  at  Corf  Castlo 
he  was  met  by  the  queen  and  a retinue,  and  stabbed  by  one  of  tho 
attendante  (45,  78).  .£thelred  was  then  made  king  (91).  Among 
the  nolnlity  this  was  receiyod  with  fayour,  but  the  common  people 
lamented  tne  death  of  Edward  (94).  The  king’s  body,  which  was  dis- 
coyered  by  means  of  a pillar  of  light,  was  buried  at  Wareham  (1 14).  50 
A chapel  was^  built  on  the  spot,  and  a well  of  miraculous  yirtuo  was 
called  afto  his  name  (121).  A noble  earl,  named  Alfey,  haring  hoard 
of  the  miracles  that  attended  the  dead  body  of  Edwara,  sent  messen- 
gers to  some  of  the  loading  men  in  the  Church,  proposing  its  rcmoyal 
from  Wareham  (138).  Iw  was  carried  out^  and  many  miracles 
attended  the  remoyal  (155).  The  queen,  in  regret  for  her  misdeeds 
mninst  the  dead  king,  did  penance,  and  at  last  fully  repented  (175). 

The  body  was  carried  to  the  abbey  of  Shaftesbury,  and  was  placed  to 
the  north  of  the  hiwh  altar,  dose  to  the  wall  (179).  Twenty-one  years 
later  King  Edwara  appeared  in  a rision  to  the  abbess  of  the  house, 
and  asked^that  he  might  be  enduined. 

IS.  FBAWens.  Francis  was  a merchant  in  his  youth,  and  he  spent  53 — 67 
mi^  money  on  behalf  of  the  poor  (4).  By  ch^ce  one  day  he  met  a 
kniwht  who  had  been  ridi,  but  was  now  poor ; to  him  he  gaye  his 
doues  (11).  One  day,  outride  the  dty  of  Assisi,  Frands  was  asked 
hr  chanty  by  a Iqior;  he  gaye  him  monoy  and  comforted  him  (39)* 
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Noai*  tbo  church  of  St.  Damian  he  was  exhorted  in  a vision  to  proj)  it 
up  in  case  it  fell.  lie  was  thought  mad  by  tho  poople,  and  was  ill-  64 
treated.  Ilis  father  beat  him,  and  sent  him  to  herd  cattle  (80).  He 
went  forth  from  his  father’s  house,  begging  his  broad  from  door  to 
door.  Ho  can-ied.  mortar  to  rebuild  St  Damian’s  church  (128).  He 
there  began  the  order  of  begging  friars  (138).  Bomord,  a scholar, 
was  the  first  to  join  him  (154).  Other  six  followed  shortlWHO).  He 
wont  to  Homo  to  get  his  order  confirmed  by  the  Pope.  Ho  and  his  60 
brethren  went  foi  th  into  the  world  and  preached  (212).  They  came 
to  groat  need,  but  wore  succoured  by  an  angel  (218).  His  flesh  he 
callod  “Friar  Ass,”  and  a lazy  man  ho  named  “Friar  Flic”  (252, 

256).  Ho  had  a great  love  for  lambs  (297).  On  one  occasion  the 
birds  paid  him  honour;  ho  then  preached  to  them  (349, 362).  Francis 
often  refl<H'tcd  on  Christ’s  suffenngs,  and  at  lost  ho  had  a vision  of 
the  crucified  Loi*d  (370,  400).  He  received  tho  marks  of  the  Crucified 
on  Mount  Alvemo  (408).  Cattle  wero  cured  by  tho  water  in  which 
ho  washed  himself  (425).  Francis  lived  in  his  order  for  twenty  rears,  66 
and  for  two  years  and  three  weeks  ho  l>ore  the  marks  of  our  Lord's 
wounds  (430).  When  death  came  upon  him,  with  his  last  breath  he 
gave  out  a psalm.  He  died  in  tho  year  1200  A.D.,  on  a Saturday 
night  (452). 

19.  Alban.  St.  Alban  was  a heathen  in  his  youth,  but  was  converted  67— 
(3).  During  tho  rule  of  Diocletian  and  Maximian,  ono  of  tho  Homan 
goveniors  in  England  was  carrjnng  out  a persecution  of  the  Chris- 
tians ; some  of  the  soldiers  came  to  make  enqiiirios  at  Alban’s  house 
(11.  21).  Having  confessed  himself  a Christian,  Alban  was  seized,  68 
ana  brought  before  the  ^vemor,  who  threatened  him  with  torture 
(40).  Ho  was  stripped  nake<l,  a.id  scourged,  but  was  still  undaunted 
(47,  52).  He  was  then  led  out’^ido  tho  town  to  execution.  He  crossed 
a s^oam  on  tho  way  as  if  on  dry  land  (07).  The  leader  of  the  soldiers 
throw  down  his  sword  and  begged  for  mercy  (74).  Having  expressed 
his  belief  in  Ood,  ho  was  marh^red  along  with  Alban  (94).  The 
executioner  s eyes  fell  out  after  the  di*c*d  (97).  The  mart}Tdom  took  70 

I dace  near  tho  town  of  Widincester  (102).  A church  and  abbey  were 
milt  on  tho  spot,  and  called  St.  Alban’s  (103). 

20.  WoLSTON.  St  Wolston,  Bishop  of  Worcester,  was  a holy  man  all  TO* 
his  life  (2).  Ho  became  priest,  then  monk,  at  Worcester,  and  was  Tl 
distingiushed  for  the  zeal  of  his  fasting  end  prayor  (8,  12).  He  was 
made  prior  against  his  wish  (24).  Ho  ruled  tho  convent  justly,  and 
gainea  tho  esteem  of  all  gooa  men.  Ho  miraculouslv  saved  tho  life 
of  a man  who  had  a dangerous  fall  (31).  Ho  was  chosen  Bishop  of 
Worcester  by  King  Edward  (52).  After  tho  English  were  defeated  at  73 
Hasting,  Wolston  resisted  William  boldlv  (103,  105).  The  king 
feared  his  power,  and  threatened  to  depose  him.  They  met  at  West- 
minster (108).  l^e  king  and  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  declared 
that  his  arrogance  could  no  longer  be  tolerated;  Wolston  replied 
mildly,  and  agreed  to  their  wish  that  he  should  resign  (119,  125). 
His  crosier  miraculously  stuck  in  tho  marble  of  Edward’s  tomb,  and 
Wolston  accepted  this  as  a sign  that  the  dignity  could  only  be  gxTen 
up  to  its  donor  (143).  The  people  were  astonished  at  the  miracle ; no 
one  was  strong  enough  to  out  the  crosier  (152).  The  king  and 
tho  archbishop  craved  permission  to  amend  their  mistake,  and  ben^ged 
him  to  receive  again  his  crosier  as  being  most  worthy  (172).  WoGtem 
complied,  and  d£ew  out  his  crosier  from  the  marble  with  ease  (182). 
He  mod  at  the  age  of  eighty,  and  was  buried  at  Worcester  (230). 
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21.  Hathkw.  liathew,  after  being  called  by  Christ,  went  into  Ethiopia  77 — 81 
to  preach  (17).  He  found  there  two  heathen  preachers  and  enchanters,  78 
w^ho  sent  dragons  against  him  (29).  Mathew  drove  the  dragons  out 

of  the  land  for  over  (48).  lie  continued  to  preach ; ho  raised  the 
king's  son  to  life,  and  prevaile<l  on  the  king  and  his  family  to  bocoiiie 
Christians  (67).  He  expelled  the  two  sorcerers  from  the  country  (711 
The  king’s  daughter  he  encouram^  to  load  a holy  life ; and  though 
she  was  asked  m marriage  by  axing,  he  persuaded  her  to  load  a life 
of  chastity  (101).  The  king  Vowed  that  no  would  kill  Mathew,  but 
the  saint  flinched  not  in  his  preaching  (113).  But  he  was  at  last  slain  8i 
by  one  of  the  king's  men  (1191  The  fire  kindled  to  destroy  the  chaste 
maiden  burned  her  persecutors  palace  instead  ( 1 28).  The  lung  became 
a leper,  and  killed  himself,  and  the  brother  of  the  maiden  reigned  in 
his  plam,  he  beiug  also  a Christian  (144). 

22.  Leoeb.  St  Leger  while  a bishop  was  seized  by  a goyemor  named  81—83 
Ebrom,  and  commanded  to  give  up  his  faith  in  Christ,  and  when  he 
refused  his  eyes  were  put  out  (3,  8).  Still  he  preached  Christianity  82 
the  more  ; even  when  tb^  cut  out  his  tongue,  ho  was  miraculously 
enabled  to  speak  (17).  They  then  resolved  to  behead  him  ; but  one 

of  the  four  executioners  having  struck  off  the  saint's  head,  a fire 
burned  him  to  ashes  (33).  The  saint's  body  was  decently  buried  (37). 

Two  years  afterwards  the  governor  sent  a knight  to  visit  the  tomb ; 
this  messenger  having  declared  that  dead  men  could  do  no  miracles, 
wras  straightway  strangled  by  devils  (39,  47).  The  governor  himself 
was  slain  shortly  afterwards  (49). 

28.  St.  Faith.  St  Faith  became  a Christian  in  her  childhood  (2).  Dur-  83 — 86 
ing  the  persecution  of  Dacian,  one  of  Diocletian's  lieutenants,  she  was 
seized  and  tortured  (22).  Her  steadfastness  impressed  the  governor, 
and  he  endeavoured  to  turn  her  from  her  belief;  but  his  arguments  84 
were  in  vain  (43,  49).  He  ordered  her  to  bo  laid  on  a fiery  bed  of 
brass,  but  still  i^e  remained  firm  (67).  Among  the  Christians  who 
had  fled  from  the  persecutors  was  a man  named  Capras,  who  lay  con- 
cealed in  a rock  near  the  scene  of  Faith’s  martyrdom.  This  man  saw  ' 
the  vision  of  a dove  come  from  heaven  and  place  a crown  of  gold  on 
the  head  of  Faith,  and  with  its  wings  drive  off  the  flames  from  her 
body  (81,  84).  Capras  thereupon  came  boldly  from  his  hiding-place, 
and  o^nly  declared  his  Christian  faith  (89).  Two  brothers,  Fabrician 
and  Irime,  followed  his  example  (97).  All  were  beheaded  by  Dacian’s 
orders  (100).  They  were  buried  at  night  by  Christian  men  with  great 
honour  (109). 

24.  The  Elev^  Thousakd  yiROix&  A king  of  Britain,  named  kfaur,  86 — 92 
had  a daughter  Oipse,  whose  fame  was  great  (4).  A heathen  king 
asked  her  m marrmge  for  his  son,  and  threatened  that  unless  his 
Truest  was  agreed  to,  he  would  destroy  the  king  of  Britain  and  all 
hu  posa  sssions  (15).  An  angel  in  a vision  urged  Curse  to  ask  delay 
of  toe  maniase  for  three  years,  and  that  she  should  during  that  time 
have  ten  maids  of  honour  m her  bower ; that  each  of  theM  also  should 
be  asked  to  find  a thousand  maidens  to  honour  her  maidenhood  and 
theirs  (38).  For  love  of  her  the  king’s  son  allowed  himself  to  be  88 
baptiied,  and  through  his  father's  help,  and  otherwise,  brought  her 
eleren  thousand  maidens  (54,  56).  Her  father  built  a large  ship  for 
her,  and  she  and  her  oompanions  went  on  a voyage  of  three  years 
(68).  They  were  driven  to  the  city  of  Cologne,  and  an  angel  foretold 
to  Oano  that  she  would  there  he  martyiM  (74,  75k  Thence  they 
went  to  Borneo  and  were  joyfully  welcomed  by  the  Pope;  they 
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1 romainod  thero  for  a year  and  four  woeks,  and  then  tho  Popo  went 
forth  with  them  (89,  94).  The  princes  Maxiiniun  and  Aiiun  asked 
tho  prince  of  Cologne  to  slay  Ourse  and  all  her  companions.  Iler 
sweetheart,  with  his  mother  and  youngest  sister,  joined  ner  at  Cologne 
(109).  On  tho  anival  of  Ourse  and  her  companions,  they  wore  90 
shamelessly  killed  by  the  pnneo,  0111*80  being  soot  (127,  137).  The 
young  king;  his  motner,  and  sister,  and  tho  nope  Cyriac  shared  their 
fate  (139).  All  woi*o  buried  in  a nunneiy  at  Cologne  (148).  A miracle 
followed  thobuinul  of  one  of  tho  virgins  (155). 

25.  Katherine.  SL  Katheiino  was  of  noble  birth,  her  father  and  92—100 
mother  being  king  and  quoon  (1,  2).  Tho  EmiKiror  Maxentius 
having  assembled  all  his  princes  at  Alexandria  to  offor  sacrifices  to 

tho  heathen  gods,  was  romonstratod  with  by  Katheiino  for  his  wor- 
ship of  idols  (14).  Alter  tho  saciificcs  wefo  performed^  Maxentius 
took  his  place  on  tho  throno  and  endeavoured  to  defend  idol-worship 
(31).  Katherine’s  reasoning,  however,  was  so  acute  that  he  failed  to 
answer  her  (61 ).  Fifty  wiso  men,  whom  ho  summono<l,  were  equally  96 
unsuccessful  (145).  l^oy  were  converted,  and  suffer^  martyrdom 
(145).  Tho  emperar  failed  to  persuade  her  to  abandon  her  faith  by 
promises  of  great  earthly  honoui*s ; she  was  then  scourged  and  im- 
prisoned (170).  Tho  empress  and  Sir  Porphyiy  visited  her  in  prison, 
and  wei-e  converted  (185).  Katherine  w^us  placed  on  wheels  to  be  98 
tortured,  but  an  angel  shattered  them  (222,  228).  She  was  asked  by 
tho  emperor  to  become  his  wife,  but  refused,  and  shortly  afterwards 
wiiS  beheade<l  (290).  Her  death  took  place  in  tho  year  320  A.D. 

26.  Lucy.  St.  Lucy  was  born  in  Sicily;  her  mother^s  namo  was  Eunice  lOl— 1C 
(3).  'When  young  sho  became  a Christian,  and  on  a certain  day  took 

her  mother,  who  was  ill,  to  the  tomb  of  St.  Agaco  (24).  There  her 
mother  was  cured,  and  became  a Christian  (57).  Lucy  was  brought  103 
before  the  judge  Paxasius,  and  ordered  to  revoke  her  faith;  and 
because  sho  remained  steadfast,  was  sent  to  a brothel  (75,  95).  But 
they  W'ero  unable  to  move  her  fi-om  the  jdace  (108).  Clerks  and 
coniurers  tried  to  defeat  her  in  vain  (127).  A fire  kindled  i-ound  her 
by  her  persecutors  did  not  harm  her  (141).  llor  throat  was  cut,  but 
she  still  preached  of  Jesus  Christ  (154).  She  took  the  sacrament, 
and  died  at  the  last  Trord  of  tho  orisons  (171). 

27.  Thomas  a Beket.  Of  what  manner  of  people  iiis  father  and  106 — 1 
MOTHER  WERE.  Thomas  a Beket  was  bom  in  London ; his  father’s 

name  w^os  Gilbert,  and  his  mother  was  a heathen  (1,  4).  Gilbert 
Beket  having  gone  on  a pilgrimage  to  Palestine,  was  taken  prisoner 
by  tho  Saracens,  and  put  in  the  admiral’s  prison.  The  admiral’s  107 
daughter  loved  Gilbert,  and  declared  that  sho  would  forsake  paganism 
for  his  ^ke  (34).  After  two  and  a half  yoaiV  captivity,  ho  and  his 
companions  made  their  escape  (44).  The  admiral’s  daughter  followed 
Gilbert  Beket  to  London,  and  came  to  his  house,  where  she  fainted 
with  joy  on  finding  him  (50,  84).  Gilbert  told  the  stoiy  to  some  of 
tho  bishops,  and  the  Bishop  of  'Winchester  urged  that  ho  should  marry 
her  (110)*  At  St.  Paul’s  church  she  declar^  that  she  would  forsake  HO 
her  roligion  if  she  were  mode  Gilbert's  wife ; they  were  accordingly 
manied  (136).  Her  name  was  Alexandra  (141).  'With  his  wife^ 
consent  Gilbert  went  on  a second  pilgrimage  to  the  Holy  Land,  and 
remained  three  and  a half  years  (182).  On  his  return  he  found  his 
wife  and  young  son  well  (190). 

Herb  begins  tux  life  of  St.  Thomas,  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury. Early  in  life  St  Thomas  became  araidcaoon  to  the  Archbishop 
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of  Canterbury  (228).  King  HeniT»  baTing  heard  of  his  fame,  mndo  1 13v 
him  chancellor  (241).  He  looked  much  to  worldly  splendour;  the  . 

reins,  bit,  stirrups,  and  spurs  of  his  horn  were  of  silver ; ho  hunted  / 

with  hawk  and  hound,  and  seerood  vainglorious  (2d0).  But  ho  was  ' 
not  so  in  reality ; he  was  chaste,  an  enthu^ast  on  behalf  of  the  Chui-ch 
and  of  the  poor  (253).  lie  was  greatly  trusted  by  the  king,  who  made 
him  tutor  to  his  son  (2G7).  He  became  the  most  influential  man  in 
the  kingdom,  and  was  appointed  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  (278). 

At  the  age  of  forty-four  he  was  appointed  the  king’s  chancellor  (287). 
Inertly  after  this  he  was  consecrated  archbishop  (^301).  Ho  then  115 
changM  his  manner  of  life,  wore  a hair-shirt,  and  underwent  penance 
and  fasting  (315).  The  king,  on  his  return  from  Normandy,  was  met 
by  Boket  at  Southampton.  A dispute  aioso  between  them  reganling 
vacant  bishoprics,  and  Beket  found  that  the  interests  of  the  Church 
and  the  king  were  different  (345,  SGfl).  Soon  thoy  had  a quarrel 
regarding  a tax,  which  Beket  opposed  on  behalf  of  tho  poor  (302). 

Tms  resmted  in  Beket*s  resignation  of  the  chancellorship  (411).  A 
print  who  had  killed  a man  was  simply  asked  bv  Beket  to  undergo 
penance ; thereupon  the  king  summoned  the  bishops  to  discuss  the 
matter  (437).  Beket  defend^  tho  Church’s  lights,  putting  it  above 
tbe  law  (453).  The  king  loft  London  in  wrath  (497).  Beket  did  all 
in  his  power  to  conciliate  him  at  Oxford,  but  was  told  that  ho  must 
obey  the  laws  (5171.  At  a Parliament  at  Clarendon  Beket  declared  182 
that  he  desirea  only  the  Church’s  rights,  nothing  more  (533).  He 
obtained  the  privilege  of  examining  Uio  old  customary  laws  of  Eng- 
land. Three  of  these  he  agreed  to ; from  ton  ho  dissented  (555,  600). 
Thomas  took  his  transcript  of  these,  and  returned  sorrowfully  to 
Winchester  (6321.  Afterwards^  his  grief  became  very  great,  and  he 
feared  that  God  had  forsaken  him  (645, 661).  Ho  resolved  to  visit  tho 
Pope,  and  ask  abeolutioii  (664).  He  sot  sail  from  England,  but  his 
ship  was  driven  back  to  land,  where  he  was  joyfully  welcomed  by  the 
people  (681,  696).  The  king  sent  men  to  8ci/.e  his  lands  and  his 
nishoprio  (705).  Beket  visited  the  king  at  Woods^k,  hoping  to  find 
him  more  favourably  disposed  (712).  The  Archbishop  of  York  tried 
to  mediate,  but  the  lung  aeclarod  that  he  would  abide  by  the  statutes 
of  Chmmdon  (725).  Beket  was  then  summoned  to  Northampton  to  129 
have  his  case  heard  (744).  He  was  condemned  os  owing  the  king 
money  from  his  chancellorship ; but  fifty  good  men  paid  £100  each  on 
.his  behalf  (811).  The  king  demanded  in  addition  £30,000  as  profits 
from  bishoprics,  eta  The  bishops  did  not  agree  in  regard  to  the  case 
(854, 884).  A brief  respite  was  granted  Boket  (886).  Ho  fell  ill,  and 
after  some  days  was  urged  by  tho  bishops  to  suoinit  to  tho  king  (900, 

913).  Only  tne  bishops  of  Winchester  and  Salisbury  remained  loyal 
to  him  (937).  Beket  sang  mass,  **  Princes  also  did  sit  and  speak 
against  me;  but  Thy  servant  did  meditate  in  Thy  statutes,”  and 
prepared  to  meet  bis  enemies  (939).  He  entered  the  c^urt  in  his 
vestments,  and  roused  the  king's  wrath  by  what  seemed  his  arrogance 
(976).  The  bishops  forsook  &ket  as  a traitor,  and  declared  that  he 
must  give  account  to  the  Pope  (1017).  Beket  himself  preferred  this 
mode  of  statinff  his  plea  (1039).  Accompanied  only  oy  a friar  of  137 
Semplingham,  ne  set  out  to  leave  England  (1091).  The  king  sent 
many  oi  the  leading  bishops  to  give  his  own  version  of  the  dispute 
(1096).  Beket  travelled  to  Lincoln,  thence  to  the  hermitage  of 
Bemplingham  (1122k  At  Semplingham  he  remained  seven  nights, 
and  then  was  rowed  to  Oravening  in  Flapders  (1141).  He  travelled

on  foot  in  order  to  coeapo  roco^ition ; he  pnrauod  hia  joumoy  tmvoi- 
atnincd  and  weary  (1157).  Ho  callc?<l  himself  by  tho  name  oi  Ij'riai 
Cliribtiaii,”  but  he  was  i*eco«^uzcd  in  one  house  (1170,  120G).  lie 
took  refup^  in  tlio  ubl»ey  of  St.  llertin  (1215).  liopnties  wore  sent  by 
Henry  to  tho  king  of  Fi*ance,  asking  that  ho  should  not  bo  allowed  to 
rcinniu  in  Franco  (1218).  llckot  also  sent  messengers,  but  tho  king 
of  France  pro^msed  that  tho  matter  should  bo  reforrod  to  tho  Pope 
( 1238).  Tho  mcs.songoi*s  accordingly  went  to  Romo,  and  were  received 
with  syujpathy  by  the  Popo  (1244, 1253).  Tlio  Rishop  of  London  and 
others,  and  tho  h^rl  of  Arundel,  si>oko  on  bohalf  of  Henry,  but  tho 
Popo  declared  that  he  must  hear  Beket  himself  (1348).  Heket  left 
the  abbey  of  St.  Rortin,  and  went  into  Franco,  whero  ho  was  recoivcxl 
kindly  by  tho  king,  and  given  a guarrl  to  Romo  (1355).  Tho  Po]>o  was 
moved  to  tears  by  Rcket’s  defence,  and  reinstated  him  in  tho  aixh- 
bishoprip  which  ho  had  resigned  (1429).  Ho  was  sent  to  Pontigiii 
for  a tune,  and  underwent  ponanco.  Henry  banished  all  BekePs 
kindred  fioin  England,  and  ordered  that  no  prayers  were  to  Im  ^id 
for  him  1473).  Ho  forced  tho  Cistercian  monks  of  Pontigni  to 

dismiss  Reket  (1511).  King  Loans  of  Franco  still  remained  tho 
archbishop’s  friend  (1529).  From  Pontigni  Reket  went  to  Sons,  after 
having  seen  a vision  of  his  coming  mart\Tdom  (1549).  King  Ilonry' 
visited  France,  and  at  a conference  (at  Gisors)  Lewis  tried  to  reconcile 
them,  but  as  a result  of  it  withdrew  his  support  from  Reket  (1559, 
1C09X  His  kindred  wei*o  in  gicat  fear  of  evil  consequences,  but  ho 
bade  them  bo  of  good  chcor,  though  ho  expccte<l  to  bo  also  banished 
from  Franco  (1029).  A messenger  enmo  from  King  Lowis,  however, 
nssuting  him  that  he  roi)ontc<l  of  what  ho  said  at  tho  conferonco,  and 
that  ho  would  still  give  Reket  his  assistance  (IG57).  But  a second 
conference  between  tho  archbishop  and  Ilonry,  at  Momartro,  was 
equally  fmitless  (l()7l).  Henry  roturnml  to  England,  whore  he  had 
his  son  crowned  by  tho  Archbishop  of  York  (1703),  Tho  Popo 
excommunicated  England  (1711).  The  king  of  Franco  still  pursued 
his  plan  of  conciliation,  and  at  length,  for  a time,  Henry  and  Reket 
woix)  friendly,  but  tho  di.s|)uto  was  i-enewoil  because  the  king  refused 
to  restore  some  Church  lands  (1720).  Reket  returned  to  England,  1 
but  was  warned  that  this  might  bo  dangerous  (1701,  1772).  Knights 
were  lying  in  wait  to  murder  him  at  Dover  (1795).  They  accused 
him,  W'hen  ho  arrived  at  Saiidwnch,  of  hostility  to  England  (1823). 
On  the  morning  after  his  an  ival  in  England,  he  wont  to  Canterbury 
(1843).  He  had  not  been  long  at  his  ]uilaco  when  the  knights  came 
to  hear  his  opinion  further  regarding  the  law  of  excommunication ; 
they  went  forth  in  wrath  because  he  refused  to  Tvithdraw  it  ( 1876). 
The  Archbishop  of  York  resolved  to  oppose  him  (1883).  King  Henry,  1 
in  Normandy,  cursed  all  who  did  not  rid  him  of  Bekot;  four  knights 
conspired  to  carryout  the  muidor  (1905,  1915).  On  midwinter  day 
Bekot  preached  his  last  sermon  at  Canterbur}',  excommunicating  au 
who  were  oppo^d  to  tho  Church’s  rights  (1931).  At  Chiistmas  he 
performed  a miracle  (1955).  The  knights  who  were  to  murder  him, 
naving  boon  joined  by  Randolf  do  Bi'oko,  came  to  Canterbury  and 
urged  Beket  to  submit  to  the  king,  and  to  absolve  the  excommunicated 
hi>hops  (1977,  2001  h They  put  on  thoir  arms  and  threatened  him ; 
but,  cross  in  hand,  Bekot  boldly  withstood  them,  and  prayed  for  Holy 
Chui*ch  (2049,  2069).  He  was  struck  on  the  head,  ana  one  of  the  1 
blows  dashod  out  his  brains  (2121).  The  blood  tiiat  flowed  hum  the 
wounds  formed  a diadem.  His  charters  and  other  private  papers  they 
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plundered,  and  sent  to  the  king  (21541.  There  was  great  mourning 
among  the  people  at  Beket’s  d^th ; nis  body  was  privately  buried 
in  Conterbu^  Cathedral  by  the  canons  (2173).  llis  body  was  found 
to  be  worn  by  penance,  his  flesh  being  full  of  worms  (2205).  King 
Henry  was  mu^  griev^  at  the  tidings  of  his  death,  and  shut  himself 
up  for  forty  days  (2226).  He  was  abmlved  by  the  Pope,  and  under- 
went penance  (2257).  The  murderm  died  ropentant  (2375).  Boket's 
body  was  enshrined  at  Canterbury  in  the  time  of  Henry  III.  (2441). 
Tuesday  is  Boket*s  day,  because  of  the  events  that  befell  him  on  that 
day  (2469). 

S8l  Fabian  and  Sebastian  (ProloguoX  Fabian  was  twenty-nine  years  177—1 
and  thirty  days  old  when  he  was  baptized  by  St.  John  ( 12).  Twelve 
months  after  his  baptism  happened  our  Jiord’s  miracle  of  turning 
water  into  wine  (15V  St  Fubian  was  thirty  years  Pope  in  Boino 
during  the  rule  of  Decius,  in  whose  time  he  suffered  martyrdom 
(23.  25). 

Jate  of  St.  Sebastian.  Sebastian  faithfully  served  Dioclction  (2).  178 — li 
He  83rmpathized  with  the  Christians,  and  administered  comfort  to  any 
one  who  was  brought  to  death  (10).  Marcus  and  Marcollinn  were 
naOed^  fast  to  a pillar  till  they  fainted ; SebuHtiiin  was  urrested  on 
suspicion  of  encouraging  them  (25).  Ho  o2)only  declared  his  hope 
that  the  (also  religion  would  decay,  and  enraged  the  emperor  (37). 

He  was  ordered  to  be  led  to  the  stake,  where  he  was  shot  at  by  170 
archers  till  he  was  left  for  dead  (50).  llis  unburied  body  was  found 
at  night  without  a wound  (56).  Ho  went  to  the  emperor,  and 
points  out  the  folly  of  the  attempt  to  slay  him  (58).  He  was  seized 
and  taken  to  the  palace,  and  beaten  to  death  secretly  (77).  His  body 
was  buried  by  a Christian  woman  (88). 

29.  JiiFE  OF  St.  Agnes.  St  Agnes  began  when  very  young  to  serve  181 — V 
Hod.  She  was  only  thirteen  when  she  was  put  to  death  for  the  love 
of  Christ  (3,  4).  lliero  was  no  one  so  beautiful  in  Borne,  and  one  of 
the  constables  endeavoured  to  seduce  her  (0).  lie  offered  her  wealth 
if  she  would  become  his  mistress,  but  she  replied  that  she  was  the 
spouse  of  Christ  (25).  The  constable  brought  her  before  all  the  city, 
and  stripped  her  naked,  in  order  to  cause  her  shame;  but  her  hair 
shielded  W body  from  sight  She  was  then  put  in  a brothel,  but  no 
one  could  see  her  because  of  a bright  light  in  the  house  (50).  When 
the  constable  visited  her  he  fell  dead  m a swoon,  and  all  his  com- 
panions with  him  (76,  80).  Agnes  prayed  for  his  recovery,  and  the 
dead  man  was  restored  to  life  (97).  A gmt  fire  was  kindled  to  bum 
St  Agnes,  but  it  burned  the  onlookers  instead  (113).  She  prayed, 
and  the  firo  became  cold  as  a stone  (120).  Then  sno  received  a mortal 
thrust  from  a sword  (123). 

90.  Life  of  St.  Vincent  the  Mabtyb.  St  Vincent  told  his  bishop,  184—1 
who  was  afraid  of  death  because  of  his  profession  of  Christionity,  to 
speak  boldlv  even  unto  death  (9,  12).  Vincent  was  seized  by  order  185 
ol  Dacian,  bound  to  a pillar,  and  beaten  with  staves  and  scourges  till 
ho  was  grievously  woundoa  (23).  So  much  did  they  scourge  the 
sufferer  that  the  ixme  and  sinew  could  be  seen  (41).  He  was  then 
led  to  the  stake,  placed  on  burning  plates,  and  subjected  to  other 
torments,  but  he  still  remained  true  to  Christ  (68, 100).  He  was  cast 
into  a dark  room  full  of  sword-points,  but  an  angel  Ut  up  the  dark- 
ness (113).  They  placed  him  on  a soft  bod,  and  there  he  died  after 
nrajing  to  Christ  (132).  The  king  tried  to  ovoreome  him  when  dead 
by  o^oiiDg  hia  WMly  to  the  wild  beasts  and  birds,  but  a raven 
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watched  over  the  hotly  ^139).  It  was  then  thrown  into  tho  sea  from 
a ship ; but  on  land  l>cing  reached,  tho  body  was  found  there  (150). 
lie  was  buried  by  his  friends  with  gi-cat  honour  (172). 

31.  Life  of  St.  Paul.  St  Paul  was  the  mortal  terror  of  all  Christians  189—1 
bofoi-o  his  conversion  (3).  At  that  time  his  name  was  Saul  (13).  On 

his  way  to  Damascus  to  persecute  Christians,  he  was  overpower^  by 
a light  that  shone  round  him  and  his  men  (19).  A voic^  told  him  to 
enter  tho  town,  and  thoi-o  Icam  tho  tru^  about  religion  from  a 
certain  man  (25).  This  was  fourteen  years  after  Christ’s  death  (27).  190 
IJo  found  himself  blind,  and  W'us  led  to  tho  town,  where  he  mot 
Ananias,  and  was  baptized,  at  this  instant  again  receiving  his  sight 

^ (5)'.  lie  went  straightway  into  tho  synagogue  and  preached  (58). 
lie  turned  many  to  Christianity,  and  though  enomios  fought  against 
him,  he  prevailed  through  our  Ix>rd*8  grace  (G6).  He  minM  the 
friendship  of  apostles ; iuey  at  first  wore  afraid  of  him,  out  finally 
received  nim  as  a fellow  (71). 

32.  Life  of  St.  Buioit  the  Yimts,  St  Bride  was  bom  in  Scotland  192— 
of  a rich  and  powerful  family.  She  became  a Christian  very  early. 

Her  mother  was  fond  of  attending  to  her  dairy;  Bride  t^k  the 
inuniigt'iticnt  in  hand,  but  gavo  very  liboi*ally  to  the  |K)or,  and  whoa 

tho  day  of  reckoning  came  she  fear^  her  mother's  displeasure  (16). 

On  that  day  there  was  little  in  tho  daily,  but  when  the  mother  visited 
her  it  w'as  found  to  bo  full  (23).  She  was  asked  in  marria^,  but  she 
took  a vow  of  chastity  (27).  Abundant  prevision  was  miraculously 
prcj>arod  when  tho  bishop  supped  with  her  (36).  A poor  man  having 
asked  for  a glass  of  water,  Biido  blessed  it  and  it  oecamo  ale  (43). 

She  turned  a great  stone  into  salt  for  tho  benefit  of  a poor  woman 
(47).  She  gavo  a silver  cup  to  some  poor  men,  who  strove  for  its 
possession ; she  broke  tho  cup  on  a stone,  and  gavo  each  one  a part 
(49).  Blind  and  dumb  wore  healed  by  her  (56).  Sho  died  on  the 
Ist  of  February  (37). 

33.  Life  of  St.  Agatha.  St  Agatha  was  bom  in  Sicily  (1).  She  193 
was  beautiful  and  good ; tho  duke  of  the  land  ondcavoui^  to  seduce 
hes,  but  sho  declar^  her  firm  attachment  to  a Prince  higher  than  he 

(8,  21).  She  was  threatened  with  toiture  if  sho  persisted  in  her 
faith,  but  sho  set  this  at  defiance  (40).  She  was  cast  into  prison, 

* but  still  remained  steadfast  (54).  She  was  subjected  to  tenure,  and 
received  many  wounds,  but  an  apostle  of  God  visited  her  and  healed 
her  wounds  wdth  oiutment  (56,  74).  Sho  was  ordered  to  bo  burned,  19t 
but  an  oai-th^ake  overthrew  tho  coui-t-house,  and  tw'o  judges  were 
killed  (91).  The  people  in  terror  besought  the  duke  not  to  harm  her 
further  (93).  Lea  back  to  prison,  Agatha  prayed  to  God  that  her 
life  might  end;  she  then  passed  away  (104).  A hundred  beautiful 
children  dressed  in  white  formed  a procession  to  the  tomb  (113).  A 
year  after  her  death  there  came  forth  from  a hole  in  the  district  a 
teixiblo  fire,  which  spread  widely,  but  stopped  at  Agatha’s  tomb  ( 123). 

34.  SciiOLASTiCA.  St.  Scholastica  was  of  cnaste  disposition.  St.  Bene-  IS 
diet,  founder  of  tho  order  of  Nuns  and  Black  Mouks,  was  her  brother 
(4).  He  was  first  abbot  at  Duyn,  and  there  ho  taught  his  sister  to 
do  penance  (7).  They  met  every  year  to  speak  of  God’s  Son  ( 10). 

On  one  occasion  her  brether  had  spoken  throughout  a whole  day  of 
God’s  ways,  of  Christ,  and  of  heaven,  but  still  his  sister  craved  for 
more  Divine  teaching  flG,  22).  A storm  miraculously  favoured  her 
wish,  and  Benedict  could  not  leave.  They  spent  the  night  in  speak- 
ing of  God’s  swoetness  and  might,  from  t^  and  book  (50).  1a  tbo 
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morning  tl{by  returned  to  their  cells,  sorry  that  they  could  not  pursue 
their  communion  (54).  On  reaching  home  Scholastica  fell  ill,  and 
died  in  three  days.  Benedict  in  his  coll  saw  the  white  soul  of  his 
sistor  flee  up  to  hearen  (58).  On  the  morrow  he  and  his  fellows  wont 
early  to  the  cell  and  buried  her  doad  body  (61). 

35.  The  Purgatory  of  St.  Patrick,  Addot.  St  Patrick  found  a pit  199—:: 
in  Ireland  which  he  called  his  Purgatory.  Beside  this  place  ho  built 
an  abbey  (8).  On  St  Patrick's  day  men  to  thither  in  order  to  throw 
off  their  sins  by  the  ^rd's  grace  (19).  The  manner  of  this  is  : the  200 
praitent  shall  first  shriye  himself  to  the  bishop ; if  he  is  finn  in  his 
wish  to  be  redeemed,  the  bishop  will  give  him  a letter  to  the  prior ; 
then  the  prior  will  lead  him  into  the  church  and  ask  him  to  kneel, 
and  here  ne  will  spend  fifteen  days  at  his  orisons  (30).  If  nothing 
yet  change  him  in  nis  resolye,  he  is  brought  forth  with  a great  pro-  j 

cession  of  priests,  blessed,  and  allowed  to  enter  the  purgatory,  pcrhaiis  ( 

neyer  to  return  (3^.  It  befell  in  the  days  of  King  Stephen  that  a 201 
knight,  named  Sir  Owayn,  came  there  to  do  penance  for  his  sins  (41). 

He  wont  through  all  the  preliminary  duties  necessary  to  entering  the 
purrotory  (03,  88).  The  knight  entered  in  the  name  of  Christ  (92). 

As  be  wont  on  his  way,  in  the  darkness,  ho  spied  a light,  then  a 
beautiful  field,  in  which  there  was  a noble  hall  ( 1 02).  This  ho  entered 
in  the  name  of  God  n09).  He  was  mtated  by  twelve  men,  like 
monks,  who  exhorted  him  to  bo  steadf^t  and  hardy  in  his  journey, 
tolling  him  that  only  in  this  way  should  he  escape  with  life  and  soul 
(122).  As  he  sat  there  alone,  a rueful  cry  arose  on  every  side,  os  if 
all  toe  beasts  of  the  world  wore  yelling  together,  and  round  him  came 
fiends  yelling  and  grinning  (147).  They  made  a strong  fire,  and  cast  205 
the  knight  into  its  midst  (169);  but  ho  cried  to  Christ,  and  the  firo 
was  quenched  (174).  They  flew  out  of  the  hall,  dragging  the  knight 
wiUi  them,  evidently  over  a waste  land  (180).  The  wind  blow  hard 
and  cold,  piercing  through  heart  and  body,  almost  killing  him  (183) ; 
anon  he  seemed  to  be  m the  longest  day  of  summer  (188).  They 
entered  a wide  field,  apparently  >vithout  border  (198).  This  was  full 
of  men  and  women,  stretched  out  and  tied  hand  and  foot  to  tlie  earth 
by  iron  nails  of  fire  (203).  The  do^4l8  trod  upon  them,  and  toro 
them  with  their  nails  (208).  They  cast  the  knight  on  the  ground, 
and  hold  him  fast,  but  he  cried  out  to  Christ  and  escapetl  (212). 

He  was  brought  into  another  field  full  of  greater  woes  (219).  Hon  200 
and  women  were  fast  bound  to  the  earth  by  glowing  bands  of  fire, 
and  fiery  adders  sat  upon  them  and  clasped  them  to  bursting  (226). 

Foul  toads  stung  them  through  the  heart  (232),  and  the  fiends 
tormented  them  and  tried  to  drown  them  (234).  'The  knight  was 
seized  and  pinned  down,  but  he  osca|>ed  as  before,  and  tlio  fiends 
dragged  him  to  a third  field  (239).  Ho  saw  those  who  had  eomo  to 
endure  like  himself,  stretched  on  the  eaiih,  and  smitten  through  with 
so  many  nails  that  it  would  be  difilcult  to  find  an  empty  place  (242). 

A keen  wind  added  to  their  woe.  burning  through  them  like  fire  (245). 

The  knight  again  escaped  from  the  sufferings  by  his  faith  in  Christ 
(258).  La  a fourth  field,  full  of  bnmstone  and  foul  odour,  ho  saw  all  208 
imaginable  forms  of  torment : some  hung  on  high  by  fiery  chains  of 
iron,  by  hand  and  foot,  and  by  the  nook ; beneath  them  was  a strong 
file  if  pitch  and  brimstone  (264).  Others  hung  by  strong  hooks  of  iron 
driven  through  their  eyes,  or  through  the  throat,  and  through  the 
limbs  or  head(208k  Tot  the  knight  was  once  more  delivered  wpen  he 
naked  the  help  of  Christ  (276).  Then  the  fiends  drove  the  knight  into 
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another  i»liicc  (277).  There  ho  saw  a grirtly  wheel  with  long  sjjol 
one  side  of  which  was  on  the  in^iiiid,  another  high  in  tho  air ; it 
many  hooks  and  pihes,  on  which  were  impaled  a great  numbo 
wrutehes  (282).  lliis  terrible  wheel  was  all  on  fire,  and  emol 
biiinstone;  tho  fiends  turned  it  round,  and  soused  each  one  a 
went  past  burning  and  yelling  (288).  Tho  knight  woe  seized  and 
upon  the  wheel,  and  turned  round  with  tho  otliers,  but  again  he 
dclivorcil  by  tho  former  means  (295).  Then  ho  was  hurled  forth 
the  loculi t}'  (298).  Before  him  now  he  saw  a house,  from  which 
cecMled  a most  noisome  smell ; ho  onteru«l  v.uth  his  foul  oompan 
and  saw  that  the  house  was  full  of  ditches  and  pits,  and  that  ^ 
were  boilers  of  heated  lead,  fnll  of  pitch  and  brimstone  (312).

mouth,  or  the  navel,  and  all  wejd  bittorlj*  and  veiled  (320). 
this  torment  tho  knight  again  escii]HMl  (323).  lie  was  hurled  1 
and  then  was  brought  into  u gi*eat  hall  (325).  In  the  Bouthera 
of  this  w’as  a deep  pool,  which  sent  forth  a foul  stench,  an( 
colder  than  snow.  A iioiih  W'ind  blew  koenlv,  and  struck  th 
tho  ghosts  who  sat  therein  (:135).  The  fiends  declarod  to  tho  \ 
that  his  hour  was  come,  and  no  sooner  had  this  been  said  t 
blast  drove  him  into  the  water  (341).  But  because  of  his  decla 
of  faith  in  Chnst,  they  had  straightway  to  draw  him  out  again 
Tho  knight  was  then  driven  into  another  place,  whore  was 
wndo  and  deep,  out  of  which  came  a burning  foul  smoke 
Wi*otcbe<l  ghosts  flow  up  and  down  this  pit  like  smoked  ’fisb 
At  Inst  tho  knight  deenic<l  he  whs  overcome ; ho  was  told  th 
was  the  pit  of  hell,  and  Wcauso  ho  had  served  their  masU 
ho  should  go  therein ; if,  however,  he  thouglit  ho  would  discc 
liis  (picst,  ho  might  return  (371).  Tho  knight  boldly  doscem 
nit.  Tho  dce|H}r  thojr  w'cnt,  bi*oador  the  ))it  became.  By 
burning,  and  other  things,  tho  knight  was  nigh  overcome,  and 
give  up  the  ghost;  but  he  cried  to  Chiist,  and  straightw 
strong  blast  carried  him  and  his  companions  up  and  out  of 
(380).  Ho  was  drugged  along  by  the  fiends  till  they  came  to 
pool  of  water,  deep  and  broad  (405).  Above  this  pool  hung 
foul  mist.  Over  it  was  a voiy  narrow  bridge,  so  thickly  sun 
with  smoko  that  it  could  bo  seen  w^th  diiliciilty  (409).  The 
was  told  to  cross,  and  w'os  forced  mion  tho  bridge.  It  was 
that  it  was  impossible  to  walk  upon  it  and  look  on  the 
8T>octaclo  below;  it  was  almost  too  naiTow  for  foothold, 
slippery  that  the  surest-footed  might  fail  (420).  The  kni 
a terror  more  overpowering  than  before,  but  he  cried  on  the 
Christ,  and  wont  forward  boldly.  Then  the  further  he  i 
thought  himself  the  hardier;  the  way,  too,  became  brood 
fiends  from  beneath  the  bridge  tried  to  seize  him,  but  o 
overcome  him,  and  gave  up  the  pursuit,  weeping  and  yollii 
Tho  knight  now  felt  himself  safe,  and  thanked  Christ  for  hit 
and  went  on  his  wray  (456).  The  country  became  brip;bto 
last  ho  reached  a high  wall  that  shone  hke  gold,  full  of 
stones  (403).  Out  of  this  wall  came  a sweet  smell  like  sy 
was  in  such  a state  of  joy  that  his  former  troubles  were 
(409).  Through  the  gate  he  saw  a surpassing  doomeet 
thought  of  entering,  there  met  him  a procession  of  noble  mei 
crosses,  and  tapers,  and  bright  banners ; these  men  roeembl 
and  friars  (478).  They  welcomed  the  kmght  with  ^lodueas 
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and  two  of  the  leaders  took  him  by  the  hand,  and  thanked  onr  Lord 
that  had  kemt  him  so  steadfast  (48.?).  They  led  him  ad  thin  the  golden 
wall,  and  he  saw  that  the  place  was  long  and  brood,  apparently 
without  border:  a beautiful  meadow  full  of  the  sweetest  flowers  and 
fruit  trees  (493).  There  it  was  alwajrs  day  (406).  A countless  number  214 
of  people  were  there,  singing,  and  m much  gladness ; Almighty  God 
was  their  song  (301).  As  some  stars  are  brighter  than  others,  so  was 
it  with  these  p^ple,  though  the  darkest  seemed  brighter  than  any

sent  him  of  the  steadfast  heart  (312).  The  knight  learned 
that  this  was  the  earthly  Paradise,  which  Adam  lost;  any  one  who 
entered  was  welcomed  with  great  joy,  but  this  gladness  was  nought 
compared  with  the  joy  of  heayen  (336).  lie  was  led  to  a high  hill, 
and  there  he  saw  &e  walls  of  heayen,  which  shone  like  pure  gold 
^361).  Thither  went  the  iust  in  due  time,  according  to  God's  will 
(570).  There  came  a soft  breeze  from  heaven,  which  fell  upon  all  in 
that  Paradise,  and  at  this  moment  a joy  before  unknown  took  posses- 
sion of  the  knight;  he  felt  that  sin  could  never  again  be  plensant 
(379,  388).  He  was  then  assured  that  if  he  served  heaven  faithfully  217 
when  he  returned  to  the  earth,  he  would  inherit  that  divine  joy  (601). 

He  was  told  that  he  might  return  to  the  earth,  and  that  the  fiends  had 
no  longer  power  againiS  him  (607).  He  was  accompanied  to  the  gate, 
and  with  tears  bi&en  farewell  (623).  He  came  to  the  hall  where  be 
had  parted  with  the  holy  company  who  at  first  welcomed  him,  and 
was  assured  that  when  he  came  to  the  gate  of  the  purgatory,  the 
prior’s  procession  would  be  at  the  entrance  awaiting  him  (641).  It 
Mppened  as  thejr  said,  and  great  was  the  joy  of  Patrick's  monks 
when  they  saw  him  again  (632).

SO.  Ltpe  of  St.  Brexdax,  Abbot  of  Hiberxia.  Brendan  belonged  to  220^240  ; 
England.  He  lived  an  ascetic  life,  and  was  abbot  over  a thousand 


monks  (4), 


One  day  he  asked  another  abbot,  Beiym,  what  he  had 
i in  other  lands,  and  was  told  of  the  abbot's  son,  Momok,  a monk 
and  a man  of  high  repute,  who  went  to  an  isle  far  in  the  sea  in  o^or 
to  carry  out  Goas  will  (20,  24).  Beiyn  told  of  a joiimoy  made  into 
the  Eakem  ocean  (33).  (bie  whole  day  they  were  in  darkness,  but 
by  the  grace  of  our  Lord  they  reached  a land  brighter  than  the  sun 
(42).  It  was  the  Lord's  own  land,  and  through  Him  it  was  thus 
light  (63).  When  8t.  Brendan  heard  this  story,  ho  chose  twelve  of  222 
his  monks  and  prepared  a large  ship,  and  set  sail  on  a voyogo  to 
unknown  lands  (96).  He  saw  a largo  isle  on  the  north  side.  Three 
days  they  travelled  about  ere  they  could  approach  it  and  land  (1 12). 
Tli^  at  last  got  on  shore,  and  were  guided  by  a hound  to  a largo  and 
beautiful  hall,  where  a board  was  spread  with  bread  and  fish  (123). 
Thence  they  visited  the  Land  of  Sheep  (139).  Afterwards  they  reached  223 
an  island,  where  a fallen  angel  in  the  form  of  a bird  told  him  that  ho 
must  yet  travel  six  years ; each  day  he  must  hold  booster  feast  among 
them  (213).  For  four  months  in  their  journey  eastwards  wore  they 


in  grievous  peril  (244,  267).  They  entered  a haven  at  last,  through 
tlM  grace  of  Christ,  and  on  tho  island  they  '

tained by  an  aged  man  (286).  The  next  island  on  whi^  they  landed 
they  found  to  be  a great  whale  (372).  On  St  Peter’s  day  they 
Ma  a least  Tho  fishes  docked  round  them,  and  Brendan  preached  232 
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to  thorn  (448).  A north  wind  roso,  and  drore  their  ship  before 
eip^ht  days ; nt  lonprth  thoy  roochod  a gloomy  country  overhung ' 
stinking  smoke.  Iloro  they  were  attacked  by  a fierce  wi^bt  and 
fellows.  All  the  land  seemed  on  fire,  and  Brondan  porcoivod  it 
the  mouth  of  hell  (404).  One  of  the  monks,  who  haa  done  wicb 
was  seized  and  cast  into  tho  firo  (512).  The  ship  drove  southv 
and  they  reached  a huge  rock,  on  which  they  saw  a miserable  n 
ghost  (524).  He  told  them  ho  was  Judas  Iscariot,  and  that  thr 
the  Lord’s  grace  ho  had  received  this  ^t  as  an  occasioned  n 
from  hell,  and  that  he  was  here  every  Sunday  (548).  Fiends 
and  sought  to  take  Judas  back  to  boll,  but  Brondan  interposed  fo

Then 
turned  homowanls ; at  tho  end  of  their  voyage  they  wore  woh 
joyfully  by  their  brethren  (729).  Shortl}’  after  this  Si  Brenda 
(732).  Many  miracles  have  boon  recorded  regarding  him,  and 
abbey  was  raised  where  ho  was  buried. 

37.  Life  of  St.  Nicholas.  St.  Nicholas  was  bom  of  high  nan 
in  tho  city  of  Patras  (2).  lie  was  religious,  oven  in  his  boynoo 
quick  at  learning  (5, 16).

Wh 
Bisnop  of  Mirro  died  Nicholas  was  appointed  his  successor  (H^ 
his  office  ho  was  humble  and  helpful,  a priest  to  all  men  (86) 
crow  of  a ship  wore  miraculously  saved  by  him  during  a stem 
During  a time  of  famine  ho  sociirod  sufficient  com  for  the 
through  a miracle  (122).  Some  pilgrims  to  the  church  of  Mil 
brought  ointment  with  them,  which  they  had  received  from  tl 
in  the  shape  of  a woman,  to  smear  to  ill  intent  on  the  holy  wo 
tho  saint  exposed  the  trick  (155,  189).  A war  botweon  the  em] 
Borne  and  his  enemies  was  brought  to  an  end  through  St.  > 
convincing  the  invaders  of  their  error  (211).  lie  conciliate 
princes  and  their  foes,  and  rescued  tho  princes  when  fulsoly 

/ (232,  2*46).  Angels  appeared  to  him  before  his  death  (305). 

. miracles  are  recorded  of  hkn.  A Christian  who  cheated  a ^ 

(^crushed  to  death  bv  a cart  throuf^h  the  saint’s  anger  (326,  S 
man  who  had  failed  to  give  the  saint  a cup  he  had  prouii8<^ 
eon  by  drowning  (375) ; but  tho  father  having  repented,  St.  1 
restored  tho  boy  to  life  (424).  A child  who  was  strangled  b; 
was  restored  to  life  by  the  saint  (508). 

38.  Life  of  St.  Julian  the  Confessor.  St.  Julian  tho  C 
was  bom  at  Borne.  lie  converted  many  to  Christianity 
preaching  (4).  lie  was  sent  into  tho  surrounding  cities  to 
and  though  the  religion  was  held  in  contempt,  his  pqrsuasiTC 
hod  duo  effect  (10).  He  had  the  power  of  working  miracles  ( 
one  occasion  he  smote  tho  ground  with  his  staff,  and  imi 
there  sprana  up  a well  of  purest  water  (25).  He  was  rockoi 
by  the  people  (^).  He  died  towards  tho  end  of  January  (33 

Life  of  St.  Julian  the  good  hardourer.  St  Julian 
harbourer  was  of  noble  family.  He  was  stalwart  and  stroni 
was  a sinoore  Chiistiaii  (2).  He  was  fond  of  huntings  and 
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irliOo  parauing  a hart,  he  thought  he  hoard  the  atninal  doclaro  to 
him  that  ho  was  to  kill  his  father  and  mother  (0).  In  fear  of  such 
an  erent,  Julian  left  the  countiy  and  wont  into  the  service  of  a 
Ibreignprinoe  (20).  He  received  a high  post,  and  wedded  a rich  wife 
(24).  His  father  and  mother  lamenting  tno  absence  of  their  son,  went 
to  ooont^  in  ouest  of  him  (27).  They  arrivo<l  at  Julian’s  house, 
where  his  wife  in  her  husband's  absenco  made  them  welcome,  oven 
giving  them  her  own  bed  (36).  Julian,  on  reaching  homo  in  the 
morning,  went  to  his  chamber,  and  finding  there  a man  and  a woman 
asleep,  he  killed  them,  believing  them  to  bo  his  wife  and  a paramour 
(33,  46).  When  he  discovered  his  error  he  rosolvod  to  leave  his  wife  258 
and  home  for  ever  (70).  But  his  wife  refused  to  leave  him,  and 
they  went  forth  together,  accordingly,  forsaking  home  and  possessions 
(81).  On  the  joum^  Julian  reached  a deep  and  perilous  stream; 
boode  it  he  built  a little  house,*  and  resolved  to  live  there  (87).  Ho 
made  a boat  and  carried  travellers  across  the  stream  (9.3).  ^^llen  a 
wretched  man  asked  help  ho  took  him  to  his  house  and  comforted 
hhn  (98).  All  this  he  did  in  penance  for  the  death  of  his  father  and 
mother  (100).  St  Julian’s  paternoster  was  custotiinrily  repeated  by 
men  in  that  country  (104).  After  ho  had  long  carried  on  his  labours,  250 
Julian  heard  one  midnight  some  one  asking  to  bo  rowed  across  tbo 
stream  (1 13).  He  compiled,  and  brought  the  traveller  to  his  houso. 

The  man  was  cold,  foul  in  dross,  and  altogether  iiiisonible ; but  Julian 
•bowed  him  every  kindness  (123).  At  hist  the  stranger  became 
pleasant  to  look  upon,  and  so  bright  that  ho  could  scarcely  be  behold 
(3I)«  He  then  declared  that  ho  had  been  sent  bv  our  Lord  to  say 
that  Julian  had  done  sufficient  penance,  and  that  both  ho  and  his 
wile  should  come  with  joy  to  Hou  (130).  Soon  afterwards  both  died 
in  their  holy  service  (44). 

JBl  Lite  of  wr.  Mary  op  Egypt.  Maiy’s  early  days  were  spent  lewdly  260— 2 1 
(4).  In  Alexsndrio  she  brought  many  men  to  sin  (7).  One  day  in 
harrest  die  addressed  a company  of  men  on  their  way  to  Jerusalem 
to  pay  honour  to  the  Holy  BcK)d,  and  they  conscnteil  &at  she  should 
go  with  them  (40).  Having  roachod  the  door  of  tbo  Temple,  Mary 
suppoeed  that  the  people  pulled  her  back,  and  in  great  sorrow  she 
fdl  oefore  the  image  of  the  Yiigin  Lady,  and  prayed  for  graco  (64). 

Tben  she  went  into  the  Temple,  and  ^foro  the  Holy  Rood  besought 
in  tears  that  her  sins  might  be  forgiven  (78).  She  saw  no  ono,  but  263 
•he  heard  a voice  declare  to  her  the  promise  of  pcaco  (88).  During 
the  night,  in  the  chapel  of  the  Baptist  beside  tbo  Jordan,  she  begun 
to  believe  (06).  She  went  into  the  srildornoss,  and  there  lived  many 
jem  (102).  After  aoventoon  years  her  clothes  rotted  and  fell  away 
her,  and  she  was  groatiy  tempted  by  evil  passions,  but  she 
remained  firm  in  her  faiUi  (116).  In  the  thirty-sixth  year  she  was 
▼iritod  by  tbe  monk  Zoidmus  (118).  Eosimus  had  come  from  his 
abbey  in  Polestuie  to  do  penance.  On  the  twoutioth  day  .of  his  266 
journey,  as  he  knelt  at  his  orisons,  he  saw  St  Mary,  and  they  said 
tiieir  otisoDS  together  (18H).  He  blessed  her  and  wont  on  his  journey 
t(wk  the  sacrament  together  (262).  Next  Lent  Zusimiis 
fwtumed  to  tbo  wihlomess,  but  oouhi  not  see  8t  Mary ; imdomeath  a 
ago  in  tbe  air  be  found  her  lying  dead  (294).  'She  hod  left  a 
requsst  mat  he  shoidd  bury  the  body  (301).  ^ng  old  and  feeble  be 
COM  not  dm  tbe  grave,  but  a lion  assisted  him  witn  its  claws  (328). 

M.  Lifb  of  §t,  CnmiSToruBR.  Christopher  was  a Saracen  and  lived  271-^27 
im  tbe  land  d Canaan.  His  ambition  was  to  serve  only  a master 
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who  was  suprome.  A certain  king  seemed  to  answer  to  this  chara 
t«'r,  but  after  staying  with  him  a considerable  time,  Christopher  foui 
that  ho  was  not  the  highest  (29).  lie  continued  his  search,  and  < 
liis  wav  mot  a great  number  of  people  under  a fierce  l^er,  w] 
askeil  (^hnstopher  whither  ho  wont  (38).  Christopher  replied  tliat  1 
was  about  his  own  business,  and  that  he  served  onlj*  the  lord  whom  ] 
sought,  the  high  devil  of  hell  (40).  “ Good  brother,**  said  the  straiigt 
“I  am  he,**  and  welcomed  him  (42).  Christopher  was  pleased  wi 
such  a master  (44).  But  os  they  wont  on  their  way  they  saw  a cro# 
and  at  the  sight  the  devil  was  in  fear,  and  on  Christopher  findii 
that  this  was  the  symbol  of  one  still  mightier  than  tne  doril, 
resolved  to  seek  this  lord  (59).  A honnit  told  liiin  that  ho  must  car 
travcdlcrs  over  a certain  stream,  and  that  thereby  ho  would  discoT 
the  liiglu'st  lord  (71).  Having  in  his  Imiid  a long  staff,  for  many  du 
Christopher  boro  the  heaviest  over  the  stream  (82).  One  night 
was  carrying  across  a little  child,  but  as  ho  wont  forwai*d  the  chi 
Imcame  larger,  and  the  water  seemed  to  bniadcn ; never  before  w 
Christopher  so  sorely  burdened  (90).  At  last  ho  reached  the  ban 
after  what  ap])eared  a long  journej’^  (90).  The  child  doclaml  to  h 
that  lie  was  Christ,  the  highest  and  miglitiost  in  all  the  world  (10 
In  proof  of  Ilis  power  the  child  told  Christopher  that  on  the  moiT< 
his  staff  would  uud ; and  so  it  hap2>cnod  (110).  Christopher  wc 
forth  and  began  to  preach,  and  at  length  converted  seven  thousa 
men  (128),  lie  was  seized  and  carried  before  the  king  of  the  count 
and  then  imprisoned  (105).  Two  beautiful  women  sent  to  tempt  h 
ho  converted  (100).  Having  rofuseil  to  woi-ship  idols,  Christopl 
was  placed  in  a fire,  and  then  shot  at,  but  ho  was  not  hurt  (19 
His  bead  was  cut  off  in  accordance  with  his  prediction  that  1 
blood  would  give  the  king  sight  (218).  The  king  recovered  his  sij 
and  became  a Christian  (222). 

41.  Life  of  St.  Homixic  the  Coxfessou.  St  Dominic  was  bom 
Spain,  in  the  town  of  Caylro  (2).  Before  his  birth  his  mother  1 
a vision  of  his  future  greatness  (8).  The  bishop  of  the  land  sc 
hoard  about  his  good  deeds.  Dominic  disputed  untiringly  w 
those  who  did  not  believe  (37).  Sir  Simon  do  Montfort  helped 
cause  (40,  44).  Through  Dominic*s  influence  began  the  order 
preaching  friars  (52).  A document  which  belonged  to  him  was  thro 
into  the  fire  by  his  enemies ; but  though  it  lay  there  a whole  day 
was  none  the  worse  (64).  In  the  city  of  Toulouse  ho  strove  for  i 
years  to  bring  together  an  order  of  preachers  (73).  The  Pope  woi 
not  j^vo  his  consent,  but  in  a dream  he  was  con>dncod  of  the  jU8tic< 
Dominic’s  view  (94).  Thus  began  the  onlcr  of  preaching  friars  (1( 
Those  friars  wont  to  Spain,  to  Paris,  and  to  Boulogne  (112).  Domi 
prayed  for  more  power,  and  was  encouraged  in  a vision,  and  told  t 
nc  would  have  a follow-champion,  St  Pmneis,  who  founded  the  fri 
minor  (128,  133).  On  the  morrow  those  two  saints  met  (144).  Tl 
were  supported  in  their  work  by  do  Montfort  (156).  As  Dominic  i 
his  fellows  were  going  on  a journey  near  Toulouse,  their  books 
into  the  water ; but  three  days  afterwards  a fisherman  found  th< 
and  they  were  dry  and  uninjured  (220).  On  one  occasion,  wl 
Dominic  and  forty  of  his  monks  were  at  Borne,  they  were  mi 
pulously  fed  (224).  One  dav  rain  fell  heavily,  but  did  not  touch 
place  wnere  Dominic  was  (235).  One  night,  during  his  orisons, 
was  tempted  by  the  devil  in  the  disguise  of  a friar  (284).  At  the  ti 
of  his  death  Dominic  had  a convent  of  friars,  whom  he  had  tauj 
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thoroughly  how  to  preach  (309).  IIo  died  in  tho  year  1281  (320). 
Wheiv  ne  died  the  prior  of  Bixe,  iu  a vision,  saw  £im  drawn  up  a 
ladder  into  heaven  (340). 

42.  TllF.opuiLr8.  Thoophilns  was  a good  clerk,  and  after  the  death  of  288— 
his  bishop  he  was  offered  tho  appointment,  but  refused  (4).  Another 
accordingly  received  it.  This  man  robbed  Theophilus,  and  brought  y 
him  to  great  poverty  (10).  lie  then  asked  a Jew  to  help  him,  and  V 
agreed  to  serve  the  devil  for  riches  (21).  Theophilus  bound  himself  200 
to  tho  devil  by  a written  ag^ment,  and  became  rich,  but  was  novor- 
theless  in  fear  that  the  devil  would  betray  and  destroy  him  (03,  87). 

At  length  ho  repented  of  the  step,  and  prayed  to  tho  Virgin  liady 
forty  days  and  forty  nights  (lOd).  8ho  had  mercy  on  him,  and  bade 
him*  be  shriven  (121).  When  ho  was  in  trepidation,  she  interceded 
with  Christ  on  his  behalf,  and  ho  ipt  back  his  deed  of  covenant  with 
the  devil  (156).  Theophilus  publicly  confessed  his  sin  (107).  The 
agreement  was  burned  (177).  Shortly  after  Theophilus  fell  ill,  and 
died;  now  he  is  sainted  (191).  His  day  is  a little  before  April  (102). 

43.  Geoboe.  St  George  was  a holy  man  of  Cappadocia  (1).  Uo  was  204— 
a convert  to  Christianity  (3).  lie  refused  to  worship  Dacian’s  false 
gods,  and  was  horribly  tortured  by  him  (13,  33).  lie  was  scourged 

and  salted,  put  on  a wheel  of  swoi^,  and  thrown  into  a furnace  of 
boiling  lead  (39,  64).  His  head  was  struck  off,  after  he  hod  prayed 
for  and  received  a boon  from  Christ  (97). 

44.  Life  of  St.  Edmund  the  Kino.  St  E<lmund  a^ns  king  of  Suf-  296- 
folk  (3).  He  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Danish  kings  Hubba  and 
Hingunr,  bound,  and  condemned  to  death  (35).  He  was  scourged 

and  shot  at,  and  his  head  was  cut  off  and  hidden  in  a secret  place, 
but  was  found  hr  a wolf  (40,  69).  His  head  siwko  after  it  had  been 
cut  off  (81).  Ills  body  was  enshrined  at  Edmundsbury  (87).  Tho 
town  bourne  ^l&ce  of  pilgrimage  (97^. 

45.  Michael.  The  following  miracle  is  recorded  of  St.  Michael : a 299— 
certain  man  of  Apulia,  named  Gargan,  shot  an  arrow  at  his  ox,  but  by 

tho  will  of  the  saint  the  weapon  recoiled  and  wounded  himself  (5,  22). 

A noble  church  was  foundeu  to  St.  Michael  on  a hill  (411.  A number 
of  Saracens  who  attacked  some  Christians  near  wore  slain  by  light- 
ning (58).  The  saint’s  footsteps  miraculously  left  an  impress  on  the 
marble  pavement  of  the  church  (90).  Because  of  his  illustrious  charac-  302 
ter,  Michael’s  day  was  consecrated  by  tho  Pope  (99).  It  falls  in 
Kovember,  before  the  feast  of  St.  Luke  (104).  A second  church  in 
bis  honour  was  built  on  the  hill  of  Toumbo  (1 101.  On  tho  anniversary 
of  Michaers  day  the  sea  withdraws  from  the  oaso  of  tho  hill  (133). 

A woman  and  child  wore  miraculously  preserved  by  him  in  tho  sea 
(147).  St  Michael  fought  Lucifer  oncl  his  companions  (160).  Ho 
overcame  tho  rebel  angels  and  drove  them  to  hell  (192).  Ton  orders 
of  angels  were  creatoo,  tho  tenth  of  which  wont  to  perdition  (212). 

Good  and  evil  angels  cause  dreams  and  the  nightmare  (224).  Out-  396 
cast  angels  are  elves  in  tho  woods  and  on  the  downs,  and  sometimes 
they  appear  in  towns  (22^  The  devil  when  bound  bites  men  as  a 
tied-up  dog  does  (295).  His  fingers,  wherewith  ho  tempts  men,  have 
paxticalar  names  (313)«  The  devil  begins  his  temptation  of  men  with 
w little  finger  (342).  The  pit  of  boll  is  in  the  midst  of  tho  earth ; 
beaven  is  round  the  earth  (^1).  There  are  eight  firmaments  and 
eerren  planets  (413).  The  moon’s  influence  on  the  earth’s  climate  and 
produraons  is  wonderful  The  sun  is  among  the  planets,  like  a 

bhag  among  men  (448).  ^ough  a man  travoUod  forty  miles  a day 
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' for  oigbt  thousand  years,  ho  would  not  roach  tho  highest  hoaven 
(489).  . Tho  soul  of  uiun  after  death,  if  it  be  pure,  goos  to  heayen  os 
swiftly  ns  man’s  thought  (499).  Even  more  quickly,  if  it  be  evil,  will 
it  go  to  holl  (d07).  Beneath  tho  lowest  heaven,  wherein  is  the  moon, 
are  tho  four  elements — fire,  air,  water,  and  earth  (a09).  Between  314 
April  and  May,  and  near  harvest,  come  lightning  and  thunder,  the 
weather  being  both  hot  and  wet  (oGl).  Tho  breath  of  tho  water  that 
the  sun  draws  up  falls  in  dew  (611).  Hoar-frost  is  the  dew  frozen 
(617).  Wells  come  from  veins  of  water  (639).  Man  is  compounded 
of  the  four  elements  (618).  A man  who  is  compounded  chiefly  of 
earth  is  slow  as  the  ass,  of  pale  colour,  hard-skinned,  and  poweiful ; 
he  thinks  more  than  he  speaks  (671).  lie  who  has  much  of  the 
element  of  water  is  fat  and  a groat  sleeper  (676).  Tho  man  who  has 
much  air  in  his  composition  is  frosh-colouro<l,  and  of  lively  dis- 
position ; granted  moat  and  drink,  ho  cares  for  little  else  (683).  Tho 
man  compounded  chiefly  of  fire  is  slight  and  ruddy,  hardy  and  lecher- 
ous (686).  Tho  throe  first  formative  balls  of  the  foetus  are  brain,  319 
heart,  and  liver  (704).  In  each  man  there  are  throe  souls  (736).  Tho 
third  soul  is  immortal,  and  at  death  goes  to  weal  or  woo  (774). 

Tho  other  two  souls  die  with  the  body  (781).  It  is  to  be  prayed  that 
St.  Michael  may  guide  our  immortal  souls  to  joy  (802). 

47.  Clement.  St.  Clement  was  bom  at  Home  (1).  His  kindred  were  322— -310 
of  the  highest  iuetnl)ors  of  the  law ; his  father’s  name  was  Faustinian, 
his  mother’s  Macidian  (3).  lie  had  two  twin  brothers,  older  than  ho, 

Faust  and  Faustyn  (o).  Ilis  mother  was  beautiful  (7).  She  took  the 
twin  brothers  to  Athens,  whore  they  were  to  study,  while  Clement 
remained  with  his  father  at  Homo  (39).  Tho  ship  in  which  Macidian  323 
and  her  sons  sailed  was  wrecked,  and  when  she  was  saved  her  sons  ** 
hod  disappeared  (72).  She  gnawed  her  hands  with  grief,  and  lost  tho 
use  of  them  (97).  Clement  soon  became  a good  scholar  (126).  Ho 
was  a disciple  of  St  Barnabas,  and  then  of  St  Peter  (129).  lie  told  326 
St.  Peter  of  tho  sad  absence  of  his  mother  and  his  brothers  (146). 

One  day  Clement’s  mother  recognized  him  (183).  Two  foianor  dis- 
ciples of  Simon  Magus,  who  had  become  followers  of  St  Peter,  woro 
found  to  be  tho  lost  brothers  (201).  St.  Clement  and  his  brothers  hod 
an  argument  with  an  old  man,  in  which  Clement  was  the  ablest 
arguer  (236).  Tho  old  man  proved  to  bo  their  father  (275).  Simon 
Magus  transformed  Clement's  father  into  his  own  shape,  in  order  to 
escai)o  the  Emperor’s  venp^nce  (303).  Ilis  children  failed  to  re- 
cognize him  (323).  At  Antioch  tho  father  declared  Simon’s  abuse  of 
St.  Peter  a he  (349).  Simon  himself  was  rejected  (387).  At  Rome 
St.  Peter  wim  martyred,  and  there  St  Clement  was  made  Pope,  333 
though  ho  did  not  wish  it  (395).  Clotiient  curetl  a man  blind  and 
deaf,  and  ho  and  his  retinue  became  Christians  (439).  Trajan  ordered 
Clemon>.  to  do  sacrifice  or  leave  the  oonnti^  (450).  Driven  into  the' 
wilderness,  he  found  many  Christian  fugitives,  who  mode  him  their 
leader  (465).  By  a miracle  ho  mode  a well  sprinp  there  (475).  Five 
hundred  heathen  temples  ho  destroyed,  and  built  six  hundred  and 
fifteen  churches  in  their  stead  (487).  Trajan  had  Clement  thrown 
into  the  sea,  whore  he  perished  (488).  The  sea  withdrew  and  dis-  338 
closed  a chapel  where  his  body  was  shrined  (500).  Ix>ng  after,  every 
year  for  seven  ^ys  was  the  land  dry  round  this  holy  chapd,  and 
pilgrims  visited  it  (511).  A boy  was  miraculously  kept  alive  for  a 
year  under  the  sea  (536).  01oment*8  body  was  buried  m the  ohuxoh 
named  after  him  at  Romo  (549). 
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48.  Lawrencb.  St.  Lawrence  enitod  hie  life  in  resolute  martyrdom  (1).  34f 
Decius  and  his  lieutonant  Valerian  attempted  to  obtain  the  treasure 

of  the  church  where  Lawrence  waa  archcleocon  (22).  The  saint  was 
cast  into  prison  ^34).  A heathen,  named  Lucille,  confined  thoroin, 
who  had  wept  himself  blind  with  sorrow,  was  cured  hr  him  (47). 
Tpolite  the  jailer  was  conyerted  (54).  On  hoin;*  again  asaod  for  tho 
church’s  trc^ures,  Lawrence  showed  poor,  sick  men  (83).  He  was 
scourged  because  of  this  answer,  so  that  the  blood  ran  down  his  limbs 
(92).  He  was  tortured  on  hooks  and  wheels  girt  with  razors,  and  on 
a rw-hot  iron  bod  covered  with  spikes  (100).  Fiery  plates  of  iron 
were  thrust  into  his  wounds  (120).  A voice  declared*  to  him  that  he 
most  yet  suffer  more  (132).  He  was  beaten  with  iron  scourges,  and 
burnt  and  tom  on  a gridiron  (154).  Still  ho  remained  true  to  Christ 
,(406).  After  praying  to  Christ  he  died  (172).  He  was  buried  by  his 
'convert  Tpolite  (176).  ^ 

49.  Life  of  St.  Kexel^,  tiie  Eixo.  St  Konelm  was  king  of  tho  345-i 
21.*irch  of  Wales  (2).  His  father  Kenulf  built  tho  abbey  of  Winchcombe 

(the  greatest  cit^r  in  tho  West  half  of  England)  (7).  At  that  time  there 
wore  five  kings  in  England,  who  ruled  particular  districts  (20).  Tho 
king  of  the  XIarch  had  Worcestershire,  Warwickshire,  Qloucostorshire,  346 
Cheshire,  Derbyshire,  Staffordshire,  part  of  Shrojishire,  Herefordshire, 
Northamptonshire,  Buckinghamshire,  Oxfordshire,  Leicestershire,  | 
Lincolnshire,  and  Nottinghamshire ; all  these  wore  formerly  called  the 
March  of  Wales,  and  of  all  was  Konelm  king  (40),  and  Winchcombe  j 

was  his  chief  city  (42).  Of  the  other  four  kings,  ho  of  Wessex  (47)  hod  ' 

Wiltshire,  Dorset^nd  Berkshire,  Sussex,  Chichester,  Southampte- 
shire,  Surrey,  Devonshire,  and  Cornwall  (58).  The  king  of  Kent  nod 
Kent  (59).  The  king  of  Eastland  hod  Notfolk,  Suffolk,  the  Isle  of 
Ely,  and  Cambridm  (66).  The  king  of  Northumberland  had  all  tho 
land  beyond  the  llumW  into  Scotland  (70).  [The  divisions  of  the 
counties  into  bishoprics  are  also  stated  in  the  text.]  Kenulf  died  347 
A.D.  819,  and  St.  Kenolm  succeeded  to  the  throne,  though  only  seven 
years  old  One  of  his  sisters,  Wonylde,  loved  him ; but  the  other, 
Qnendride,  envied  him,  and  thought  she  should  have  his  heritage  if 
she  could  kill  him ; so  she  gave  him  poison,  but  it  did  not  hurt  him, 
as  our  Lord  would  not  have  him  martyred  so  lightly  (85,  101).  Then 
she  promised  his  guardian,  Askebert,  money  and  herself  if  he  would 
kill  Konelm  (112,  115).  Askebert  took  him  to  hunt  in  the  wood  of 
Clent,  and  he  lay  down  to  sleep  (153).  Askebert  dug  a pit  to  destrop 
him,  but  the  boy  awoke  and  aeclar^  that  he  would  not  die  tiU  his 
guaidian’s  stick  gave  a sign  that  he  was  to  be  martyred  (166).  As 
they  went  on,  the  stick  began  to  put  forth  leaves,  and*Wame  a great 
ash  (171).  Ihen  Askebert  stmex  off  Kenelm’s  .head  (187).  Quon-  350 
dride  seim  all  her  brother’s  land,  made  herself  queen  of  too  March, 

* and  forbade  any  one  ever  to  name  her  brother’s  name  under  pain  of 
beheading  (210).  One  day  as  the  Pope  was  singing  Mom  at  St. 
Peter’s  in  a dove  whiter  than  any  snow  laid  a writing  with 

letters  of  gold  in  English  on  tho  altar,  saying  that  Kenelm  lay  under 
a thorn  in  Coubaoh,  bereft  of  his  head  (216).  This  writ  was  kept  as  a 
relio,  as  coming  firam  heaven  and  our  Lord’s  hand ; and  St  Kenelm’s 
day  is  held  as  a feast-day  at  Borne  (276).  The  Pope  sent  to  Woldred,  352 
Arabidiop  of  Oanterbury,  to  have  the  body  sought  out  (253).  When 
the  saintfs  ixidy  was  tdien  up,  a spring  of  miraculous  virtue  flowed 
out  of  the  pla^  which  receiv^  the  name  of  St  Kenelm’s  well  (298). 
Though  the  bishop  had  ordered  the  body  to  bo  taken  to  Winchcombe 
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in  Olouoostersbire,  tbe  Woroestersbire  people  wished  to  keep  it ; and 
the  two  sbiree  etroTe  for  it  by  the  water  of  Porseboro  (310).  The 
Gloucestershire  men,  favoured  by  fortune,  carried  away  the  body 
(3‘2l).  On  their  journey  they  b^me  weary,  and  were  obliged  to 
rest  on  a high  down  on  the  east  of  Winchcombe ; they  prayed  for 
drink,  and  a well  sprang  up,  by  which  was  built  St  £enolm*s  chapel  366 
(330).  His  sister  came  to  a miserable  end  (364). 

50.  Life  of  St.  Oreoort.  St  Gregory  was  in  Sicily.  There  366--360 
ho  built  six  abbeys  (4).  At  Pome  he  was  made  a Cardinal  (16).  One 
day  outside  his  palace,  ho  was  struck  by  the  beauty  of  some  English 
children,  who  were  being  sold  as  slaves,  and  called  them  * * Angels”  (10). 

Tliis  gave  him  on  interest  in  England,  and  he  asked  leave  to  go  there 
to  preach  (39).  Through  a heavenly  light,  he  was  choeen  Pope  (66). 
lie  then  planned  the  mission  of  St  Augustine  (76).  Augustine 
acconlingly  wont  to  England  and  conveited  the  people  to  Chris- 
tianity (89). 

61.  Life  of  St.  Cuttibert.  St  Cuthbort  was  bom  in  England.  369 — 3C2 
When  onlv  eighteen  he  was  exhorted  in  a vision  to  give  up  idle  games 

(3).  He  becaine  a Grey  friar,  and  was  esteemed  the  holiest  monk 
in  England  (36).  lie  was  afflicted  with  gout  and  suffered  grmt 
anguish  till  an  angel,  in  the  guise  of  a knight,  prescribed  for  him 
(47).  On  one  occasion  he  hou^  a stranger  kindly,  who  turned  out 
to  be  an  angel  (69).  When  feeling  weak  after  Isithing  in  the  sea, 
ho  was  licked  by  otters  (93).  Ho  was  appointed  Bishop  of  Durham 
(100). 

62.  Life  of  St.  Mark,  tite  Evaxoelist.  St  Mark  preached  long  in  362—363 
Egypt  (3).  In  Alexandria  lie  healed  a shoemakers  hand  (16,  16). 

lie  was  seized  by  order  of  the  prince  of  the  country,  tortured  witn 
iron  hooks,  and  thrown  into  prison  (23).  In  prison  our  Lord  ap- 
peared and  foretold  his  niartyniom  (31).  Next  day  Mark  was  tied  to 
a wild  horse,  and  torn  limb  from  limo  (38).  This  happened  in  the 
month  of  April  (41).  St.  Murk's  day  is  one  of  general  fasting,  and 
banners  are  carricxl  about  in  respect  to  his  memory  (43). 

63.  Of  the  Apostles  Philip  and  James.  In  the  twentieth  year  364 — 366 
after  our  Tiord’s  passion  Philip  preached  to  the  heathen  in  Scythia  (4). 

Ho  healed  their  sick,  and  overthrow  the  idols,  and  sot  up  the  cross  in 
their  place  (8,  21).  Christianity  was  accept^  with  gladness  by  the 
people  (24).  St  Philip  died  peaceably  in  his  bod  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
seven  (.31). 

64.  Life  of  St.  James.  St  James  was  related  to  our  Lord,  the  son  366—366 
of  our  liady’s  sister  (1).  St  Anno,  our  Hady’s  mother,  had  three 
husbands,  Joachim,  Clcophos,  and  Salome ; she  h.od  three  daughters, 

of  whom  Joseph  wedded  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Cloophos ; the  young- 
est of  the  three  daughters  was  the  mother  of  St  James  (ll).  On  one 
occasion  St  James  was  set  up  on  a ladder  to  preach  among  Pharisees, 
being  reputed  a man  of  wisdom ; but  when  no  preached  the  Gospel 
the  ladder  was  knocked  down,  and  James  was  only  saved  by  a miracle 
(43).  He  was  then  led  to  prison  (48).  On  being  sot  free,  having  again 
preached  Christianity,  his  brains  were  dashed  out  (61). 

56.  Life  of  St.  Baetholoicew.  St  Bartholomew  was  of  royal  blood,  366—370 
a comely  man  of  sweet  temperament  (1,2).  After  our  Lord’s  ascension 
he  preached  Christiani^  in  foreign  countries,  and  in  India  he  deprived 
the  Astaroth  of  his  healing  and  nrophetio  powers  17,  13^  The 
idolBerit  acknowledged  the  spiritual  power  of  the  samt  (47,  76). 

One  day  at  a celebration  in  the  heathen  temple  he  cured  a man  po^ 
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seaeed  of  a deyil,  and  brought  to  a sane  mind  the  lunatic  daughter  of 
Kin^  PoUimius  (81,  106).  He  refused  the  king's  gifts,  but  accom- 
panied him  to  prove  the  falseness  of  the  idol  gods  (109,  127).  An 
angel  showed  the  people  the  devil  in  their  idols  (174).  PoUimius  and  372 
his  queen,  with  all  his  people,  became  Christians  (199).  Bartholomew 
next  endeavoured  to  convert  the  king's  brother  Astriages,  but  failed 
(205,  235).  By  the  orders  of  Astriages  the  saint  was  tortured  and 
crudfiod  with  his  head  turned  towam  the  (mund  (238,  242).  Pol- 
limius  afterwards  was  made  a bishop,  and  held  office  for  twenty  years 
(272).  Bartholomew’s  bones  were  coUeoted  and  shrined  in  Apulia 
(306,  311). 

M Thomas  thb  Apostlb.  St  Thomas  was  martyred  in  India  (1),  376— i 
Men  caUed  him  **  Thomas  loi^  in  doubt,”  because  of  his  unbelief  (4). 

It  happened  long  after  our  Lord's  ascension  that  Gk>dofre,  king  of 
India,  sent  out  a proclamation  for  a carpenter  who  might  build  him  a 
pd^  (19).  Thomas,  who  was  in  Csesarea,  was  asked  by  our  Lord  in  a 377 
vision  to  accept  the  king’s  proposal,  at  the  same  time  being  told  that 
he  would  convert  many  people,  and  suffer  martyrdom  (24, 33).  Shortly 
after  the  apostle,  by  agreement  with  the  king’s  messenger,  took  ship 
for  India  (54X  On  his  joumeyr  ho  arrived  at  a leading  town  whore 
they  were  celebrating  the  marriage  of  a princess  (77).  At  the  feast 
the  butler  was  kiUod  bv  a lion,  b^use  of  a quarrel  with  St  Thomas 
(89,  96).  The  a^tle  blessed  the  nowly-modo  husband  and  wife,  and 
caused  a miraculous  growth  of  dates  in  their  garden  (1 16).  The  bride 
and  bridegroom  became  Christians,  and  with  them  were  converted 
the  king  and  aU  his  family  (142).  On  arriving  in  India  the  saint 
pleased  the  king  greatly  by  his  description  of  the  proposed  palace 
(163).  He  went  throughout  the  count^  preaching  the  Gospel  and  381 
converted  many;  and  ho  built  churches  and  appointed  priests  (171, 

172).  When  the  king  returned  after  an  absence,  and  found  his  palace 
unbuilt,  he  cast  the  saint  into  prison,  and  swore  that  he  would  scatter 
hie  ashes  to  the  wind  (174,  180).  The  king's  brother  having  died,  a 
funeral  pile  was  kindled,  and  a great  company  assembled ; the  dc^ 
man  rose  to  life,  declaring  that  this  was  through  the  power  of  St. 
Thomas  (185,  193).  The  restored  man  then  went  to  the  prison, 
thanked  &e  saint,  and  asked  forgiveness  for  the  king  (214,  216).  ^e 
king  also  prayed  for  pardon,  ana  released  the  saint  (219).  The  king  383 
and  all  the  people  were  converted,  as  many  as  four^n  thousand 
men,  women,  and  children  (235).  St.  Thomas  set  a priest  over  each 
chui^,  and  went  further  into  those  lands  to  preach  Christianity  (239). 

In  another  country  he  performed  many  miracles,  and  was  reputed  a 
god  (241,  247).  ue  people  brought  him  presents,  and  wished  to 
crown  him  a king,  but  he  refused  such  kindness  (253).  Thomas 
having  prayed  for  the  d^  and  sick,  a heavenly  light  cured  all  (272). 
Migdonia,  wife  of  the  king,  having  heard  the  saint  preach  imd  seen 
his  mirades,  turned  Christian  (2W,  316).  A son  of  the  king  was 
restored  to  life  by  him  (346).  Because  he  had  converted  Migdonia,  387 
Thomas  was  seised  and  tortured  by  the  king  (3741.  He  was  placed 
in  a fire,  and  then  in  a red-hot  oven,  but  was  unharmed  (383,  389). 

Onie  idols  melted  like  wrax  at  his  word  (499).  One  of  the  heathen 
priests  in  gr^  rage  killed  the  saint  with  a sword  (423).  Some  of  the 
converts  buried  his  body  with  great  honour  (433). 

fi7.  Mathias  thb  Apostul  St  Mathias  and  St.  Paul  were  the  last  389— 
chosen  of  the  apostles  (10).  Mathias  miraculously  redored  sight 
to  three  hundred  blind  men  (29).  He  was  msr^ried  with  great 
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tortures  bv  the  ruler  of  Judea  (33).  His  body  was  buried  at  St 
Mary’s  in  Home  (37). 

68.  Herb  BEOUfS  tub  Life  of  St.  SiLVEsraR.  St  Silvester  was  Pope  391 — 303 
during  the  happier  days  of  Chiistiaiiity  in  Borne  (1,  6).  He  buned 
St.  Timothy’s  IxHiy,  which  had  boon  Uirown  after  martyrdom  into . 
a loathsome  place  (10,  16).  The  ruler  seized  Silvester,  and  cast 
him  into  prison,  but  was  cnoked  with  a fish-bone  (26).  The  ruler’s 
counsellors  asked  the  saint  for  mercy,  and  sot  him  free  (33).  Silvester 
was  Pope  for  more  than  twenty  years  (Cl). 

59.  Eustace.  St  Eustace,  then  named  Placidas,  while  hunting  a 393—403 
stag  was  spoken  to  by  the  animal  in  the  voice  of  our  Lord  (13),  He 

and  his  family  became  Christians  (36).  It  was  foretold  that  ho  would 
suffer  woe,  and  shortly  after  this  ho  lost  all  his  possessions  (44,  67). 

His  wife  was  taken  from  him  by  a shipman ; one  son  was  carried  off 
by  a wolf,  the  other  by  a lion  (73,  89).  He  fell  into  great  distr^ 

(117).  The  emperor  tried  to  find  Eusta^  and  at  length  he  was  di^ 
covered  (153),  led  the  emperor’s  army  in  battle,  and  conquered  his 
enemies  (1G9).  Two  of  his  lieutenants  he  found  to  be  his  own  sons 
(181).  His  wife  was  shortly  afterwards  restored  to  him  (227).  He 
returned  in  joy  to  Borne,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  sons  (261).  In 
the  temple  Eustace  refused  to  W'orship  idols,  and  was  cost  into  a don 
of  lions ; but  they  did  not  touch  him  (276,  292).  Ho  and  his  family 
suffered  death  by  fire  (312).  Their  bodies  W'ere  found  to  bo  whole 
after  the  buniing  (321). 

60.  Joiix  the  Apostle.  St  John  the  Apostle  was  the  son  of  our  403—417 
liOid's  aunt,  and  brother  of  St.  James  (1,2).  Ho  was  twelve  months 
3’oungor  than  our  Lord  (7).  St  John  was  brought  before  the 
emperor  Domitian’s  jud^,  condemned  on  account  of  his  faith,  and 
thrown  into  burning  oil,  but  came  out  unhurt  (46,  67).  Then  ho 

. was  outlawed  to  Patmos,  whei*o  he  wrote  the  Apocalypse  (72).  Ho  404 

I returned  to  Ephesus,  ^d  there  restored  Drusiane  to  life  (91).  At 

the  cnti'eaty  of  the  Christians  of  Ephesus,  St.  John  wrote  his  Uospol 
(131).  By  his  prayer  a heathen  templo  fell  down  with  great  noise 
(179).  In  order  to  convert  Bishop  Anstodemus,  he  drank  poison  and 
remained  unhurt  (197,  222).  Aristodemus  and  others  were  converted 
by  the  miraculous  powers  of  the  apostle  (241).  He  turned  bows  and 
arrows  into  pure  gold,  and  stones  mto  gems  (263).  He  raised  a dead 
man  to  life  (276).  At  his  bidding  the  restox^  man  reproached  two 
deserting  Christians,  and  they  repented  (291).  Ho  justified  his  play- 
ing with  a pet  pai*tridgo,  as  the  mind,  like  a bow,  must  ileeds  unbend 
(326).  A bishop,  who  was  entrusted  with  the  charge  of  a young  man, 
after  a time  allowed  him  to  fall  into  sin  (369).  Having  heard  that  the 
youth  had  become  an  outlaw,  St  John  rode  out  to  find  him  (416).  414 
lie  discovered  the  youth,  and  brought  him  back  to  virtue  (427).  In 
a vision  of  our  Lord  and  His  disciples,  the  apostle  was  summoned  to 
^ heaven  (447).  He  ordered  a four-cornered  pit  to  be  dug  close  to  the 
\ altar  in  his  church ; and  there  he  died  (464,  480).  St  Edwud,  king 
of  England,  gave  a ring  to  the  apostle  in  the  guise  of  a poor  man,  and 
it  was  sent  back  to  him  with  a message  (498,  613). 

61.  All  Saiuts’  Dat.  There  are  five  reasons  why  it  is  kept  (1,  16).  418—420 
Pope  Boniface  had  the  church  of  **  Marie  La  Bounde  ” built  at  ^me 

(26).  All  Saints’  Day  was  altered  by  Pope  Gregoij  to  Not.  1.  On 
this  day  the  warden  of  St  Peter  had  a vision  of  Christ  in  heaven,  and 
of  the  saints  (47,  78). 

63.  All  Sodls’  Day.  A fair  vision  on  this  day  an  angel  showed  to  420—431 
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the  F6pe  at  Borne  (3).  He  thought  he  faw  many  men  lying  on  beck 
of  gold,  and  many  more  sitting  at  a high  board,  supplied  with  every- 
thing th^  wished ; others  going  about  naked,  and  others  an-hungerra 
(4,  8).  He  was  told  that  this  was  Purgutorv  (10).  Those  who  lay  on  421 
gold  beds  were  they  who  had  been  charitable  on  earth,  and  that  had 
masses  snug  for  them  (12).  Those  who  were  an-hungered  were  men 
for  whom  no  massM  were  sung  (16).  It  was  founded  to  relieve  meu 
from  small  venial  sins  (341.  The  onjv  joy  in  Purgatory  is  the  hope  of 
future  happiness  (52).  It  nas  five  different  districts : the  first  is  in  tho 
firmament;  the  second  in  the  air  above  us;  tho  third  on  tho  earth 
where  we  live ; the  fourth  in  the  water ; the  fifth  deep  under  the  earth, 
dose  to  hell  (81,  86).  There  are  four  reasons  for  this  (89).  A man  in 
the  earthly  purgatorv  for  whom  tho  mass  was  sung  passed  to  the  joy 
of  heaven  (1 16).  St  ^eobald,  when  afflicted  with  gout,  was  benefited  424 
by  a soul  in  ice,  who  asked  him  to  sing  masses  for  him  (127,  150^. 
PVayers,  almsde^s,  and  masses  help  out  of  puimitory  (170).  It  is 
related  that  skeletons  in  a churchyard  fought  on  behalf  of  a praying 
man  (175. 184).  A man  allied  Stephen,  w ho  helped  a fiiend  with  alms, 
was  on  this  account  saved  (103).  A man  who  had  fallen  into  a ditch 
under  a rock  eras  fed  by  his  wife’s  offerings  at  mass  (215,  252).  The 
three  kinds  of  people  who  go  straight  to  heaven  are  young  children, 
martyrs,  and  j>ure  men  (265,  280).  Children  at  death  go  through  pur- 
gatoiy  like  bghtning  (297).  St.  Stephen  and  St  JoJm  saw  straight 
into  heaven  when  they  died  (303,  320). 

63L  Edmund  the  Confessob.  St  Edmund  the  Confessor  was  born  at  431—4 


Abingdon  (3).  His  mother’s  name  was  Mabile  (5).  He  and  his  brother 
Bobert  went  to  Paris  to  school,  where  they  wore  a hair-shirt  two  or 
three  days  a week  (19,  46).  One  day  St  Edmund,  having  loft  his 
to  pray,  was  talked  to  by  another  child,  who  proved  to  bo  Jesus 
Chnst  (59,  79).  When  at  College  at  Oxfora  he  kept  himself  pure,  434 
and  once  flogged  a mrl  who  h^  come  naked  into  his  bed  (89,  107). 

His  mother  died  and  was  buried  at  Abingdon,  writh  '*  Mabile,  flower 
of  widowrs^’*  graven  on  her  tomb  (144).  Iidmund  put  his  sisters  in  a 
nunnery,  according  to  his  mother’s  request  (147).  Ho  wore  hair- 
shirts,  and  underwent  penance  (171).  He  was  wont  to  pray  to  Christ, 
the  Tirgin,  and  St  John.  One  day  he  forgot  it,  and  St  John  came 
with  a staff  and  threatened  to  strike  him,  but  forgave  him  (217).  He 
learnt  arithmetic  at  Oxford,  but  then  turned  to  divinity,  and  taught  438 
it  to  scholars  (235,  255).  One  day  in  a vision  he  saw  a dove  bring 
him  CbristV  flesh,  and  then  he  disputed  wonderfully  concerning  the 
Trinity  (265).  He  forgot  one  night  to  think  of  Christ’s  passion ; the 
devil  took  hold  of  him  to  stop  him  from  crossing  himself,  but  he 
thought  of  the  Passion,  and  caught  the  devil  by  the  throat,  who  con- 
fessed that  the  Passion  was  the  beet  protector  against  him  (285,  313). 

He  arranged  his  time  so  as  never  to  be  idle,  and  became  a great 
meacher^23).  He  wras  chosen  to  preach  for  tho  Crusade  in  England  440 
(329).  He  p^ormed  miracles  while  he  carried  this  out  at  Oxford 
and  elsewhere  (341, 382).  He  was  made  Canon  of  Salisbury,  and  none 
was  held  his  year  in  goodness  in  the  country  (391).  He  was  elected 
Archbishop  ox  Canterbury,  but  only  by  his  bishop’s  oommimd  did  he 
accept  it  (415, 451).  He  was  earnert  in  penance  and  fasting,  and  had 


the  Legale  wras  against  him,  8t  Edmund  held  out^  disregarded  the 
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king’s  thrmts,  and  cursed  him  and  all  oppressors  of  tho  Church  (514). 

Following  Beket’s  example,  Si  Edmund  went  to  France,  to  Ponhmey, 
and  then  to  Soycie  (006).  There  he  died,  in  the  year  1242  A.D.,  and 
his  body  was  buriod  at  Pontoney  (58S). 

64.  Martin.  Si  Martin’s  father  was  a knight,  and  at  the  age  of  449—466 
fifteen  his  son  was  taken  into  battle  with  him  (1,  14).  In  his  eigh- 
teenth year  he  gave  a beggar  half  his  cloak,  and  became  a Christian 

shortly  after  (19).  In  a subsequent  battle  he  refused  to  fight,  and 
went  into  the  encounter  unarmed  (33.  53).  Then  he  turned  monk, 
and  was  captured  by  outlaws  (61).  He  oonyerted  the  outlaws  (60). 

Ho  raised  a dead  man  to  life  (81).  On  account  of  his  piety  ho  was 
made  Bishop  of  Tours  (94).  Ho  had  miraculous  power  oTer  fire,  tho  461 
trees,  venomous  worms,  birds,  and  beasts  (108,  136).  On  ono  occasion 
he  made  greyhounds  stop  hunting  a hare,  and  ho  drove  out  tho^  devil 
from  a mad  cow  (142,  148).  In  a burning  house  he  slept  without 
harm  (194).  The  devil  tempted  him  with  rich  apparel,  but  the-saint 
defeated  his  trick  (229).  When  he  died  people  hoard  the  angols  sing 
as  they  bore  him  to  heaven  (257).  His  death  took  place  in  the  3rear 
466  A.D. ; he  was  eighty  years  of  ago  (259). 

65.  Leonard  the  Confessor.  Leonard  lived  about  the  year  500  A.D.  456—462 
(1).  None  was  hold  in  greater  esteem  bv  the  King  of  France  (4). 

IIo  was  called  “ Prison’s  lord,”  becauso  of  kis  mercy  to  prisoners  (1 1). 

Ho  refused  a bishopric  (15).  Ho  preached  long  in  Orleans,  and  then 
in  Aquitaine  (18).  Ho  saved  tho  life  of  the  French  queen  and  her 
baby,  and  in  gratitude  tho  king  gifted  him  with  a wood  and  an  abl^y 
(59).  Ho  died  at  a rather  early  age,  and  was  buriod  in  a spot  which 
j-emnined  green  while  all  around  was  covered  with  snow  (97).  The 
saint  proved  his  power  after  death  by  freeing  one  prisoner,  and 
breaking  through  all  obstacles  for  another  (113).  Others  he  freed  in 
Germany  and  Brittany,  and  punished  their  oppressors  (151).  So 
many  miracles  he  did  on  behalf  of  prisoners,  that  it  would  be  impos> 
siblo  to  relate  them  (179). 

66.  klAGDALENE.  The  word  Mary  means  brightness ; and  it  betokens  462—486 
star  of  the  sea,  and  sorrow  and  fottemess  (11).  Mary  Magdalene  was 

bom  in  tho  castle  of  Magflale,  and  hence  her  surname  (17).  I-amrus 
was  her  brother,  and  Martha  her  sister  (21).  AVhen  her  parents  died 
their  property  was  divided  among  their  three  children  (37X  Mary 
then  passed  her  life  in  fioshly  sin  (50).  There  was  no  fairer  woman 
than  she  in  all  the  land  (63).  At  length  she  repented,  and  in  the 
house  of  Simon  the  leper  anointed  Christ’s  feet  with  ointment  (85). 

Our  Lonl  rebuked  Judas  and  Simon  for  objecting  (113).  Christ  then 
forgave  her,  and  drove  seven  devils  out  of  her  037)1  Mary  converted 
many;  she  was  kind  to  the  sick,  and  turned  groat  numbers  f^m  466 
lecher}’  {IbO),  She  and  other  Christians  wore  driven  out  of  Judea, 
and  put  in  a ship  without  food  (175).  They  landed  at  Marseilles,  and 
there  they  found  no  friend  (181,  183).  Mary  preached  Christ  to  tho 
idol- worshippers  at  Marseilles,  with  bold  words  and  bright  face  (203). 

A Saracen  prince  with  his  v^e  and  followers  was  touched  bv  her 
(227).  He  and  his  wife  promised  to  become  Christians  if  they  should 
get  a son  (291).  On  tho  voyage  to  Borne  l^e  Saracen  queen  died  in 
childbirth  (359).  The  dead  wue  and  living  diild  wore  left  on  a rook, 
while  the  father  went  to  Borne  (401).  He  was  welcomed  and  oom- 
forted  by  the  Pope,  and  St.  Peter  took  him  to  the  Holy  Land  (418, 

426).  St  Peter  then  bade  the  prince  go  back  to  Mary  Magdhlene  and 
be  baptised  (460).  He  found  his  wife  and  child  alive  (468).  He  and

Ilia  wife  were  baptized  (523).  Mary  wont  into  the  wilderness  for 
thirty  years  (538).  Daily  she  was  liftira  up  towards  heaven  by  angels  477 
(MS).  She  told  her  stonr  to  a hermit,  and  predicted  her  dea^  ^ ^ ' 

She  was  borne  by  angels  to  Bishop  Maximus  at  Marseilles  (614).  1 

There  she  was  shriven  and  died  (634).  f 

67.  Tpolitb.  St  Tpolite  was  a knight,  and  was  converted  by  St  480 — 1^  j 
Laurence  (1,  2).  He  refused  to  worship  heathen  gods,  and  was  • ■ 

cruelly  beaten  with  whim  and  staves  by  command  of  Decius  (31). 

He  wras  then  richly  clad  and  set  on  high,  but  still  rofusod  to  do 
homage  to  idols  (44,  53).  He  was  tied  to  the  tails  of  wild  colts,  and 
dragged  thro^h  bnars  and  thorns  till  he  died  (73). 

73.  Life  and  Passion  of  St.  Blase  the  Marttr.  St  Blase  was  485— 4^^ 

bom  in  Cappadocia  (2).  Ho  lived  in  the  desert,  and  there  cured  sick  | 

beasts  (10).  He  was  taken  before  the  justice  on  account  of  his  Chris- 
tian iiiith  (24).  As  he  was  being  led  to  the  place  of  judgment  ho 
worked  miracles  (33).  He  was  condemned,  hung  up,  and  tortured 

(83).  Some  women  converted  by  him  were  martyr^  (127).  They 
were  unable  to  drown  St  Blase  (143).  At  last  his  head  was  struck 
off  (191). 

74.  Life  and  Passion  of  St.  Cecilia  the  Marttr.  St  (}ocilia  mar-  490 — 40( 
ried  Valerian,  but  told  him  that  her  chastity  was  nmirded  by  an  angel 

(6,  15).  Cecilia’s  guardian  angel  was  revealed  to  mm  after  he  became  I 

a Christian  ^).  The  angel  rave  to  both  of  them  garlands  of  roses  ^ 

and  liliesL  ^ey  converted  their  brother  Tiburs  (129).  When  any 
Christians  were  martyred  Valerian  and  Tiburs  were  wont  to  bury 
them  (134).  Because  of  this  they  were  seized  and  martyred  (139, 

173X  St  Cecilia  buried  them,  and  on  refusing  to  worship  heathen 
gods  was  thrown  into  boiling  water,  and  her  head  half  out  off  (209, 

229X  She  lived  three  days  thus  wounded,  and  turned  men  to  Christ 

(2M).
